war is ended in Europe immigration 


new blood would be less than before. 
With so many milhon men under arms, 
with so many thousands of them 
killed or wounded, one would suppose 
that all the survivors would be needed 
at home. 

The men in the ranks are only one 
of the elements to take into considera- 
tion in this connection. Every country 
engaged in the war is impoverishing 
itself, and the business men of every 
such country will be at their wits’ 
ends to obtain money to re-establish 
their ruined or suspended industries. 
But there is a deeper reason than this 
for expecting an immense emigration 
from these countries after the war is 
ended. If a referendum vote could be 
taken in the countries engaged in the 
war, with universal suffrage in opera- 
tion, and particularly if the women 
were allowed to express themselves, 
the majority against war would be 
stupendous, gigantic and overwhelm- 
ing. That on the close of hostilities 
many of the people in these war-torn 
countries, sick and tired of fighting, 
heartbroken with grief, will want to 
get away to more peaceable countries, 
is a foregone conclusion; and where 
is there one more attractive to such 
people than our own? 

By the time peace is established it 
is estimated that there will be 2,500,- 
000 widows at least left by the 
slaughter in the war. There was al- 
ready an excess of females to males of 
the human race in these countries, and 
the war will raise this excess very 
much. 

The natural wealth and resources of 
our country are at best only at the be- 
ginning of their development. Immi- 
gration has made the United States 
what it is since the landing of the 
Mayflower with the Puritans and 
Raleigh's ship in Virginia with the 
Cavaliers. Of course the necessity of 
more immigration becomes less each 
year with the growth of population 
and the comparative development of 
our resources,

Delicious, Nutritious Puddings. 


[Indianapolis News:] Bananas are a val- 
uable addition to the menu, for they are 
cheap and are both nourishing and satisfy- 
ing. A simple pudding is made by lining a 
mold with stale bread, this time, how- 
ever, spreading it inside with jam, half- 
. OSilling in the center with sweetened milk, to 
which some dissolved isinglass or gelatine 
has been added, and when the milk has set 
to a consistency of thick cream stirring in 
some cubes of dry bread covered with jam 
and some bananas (three or four to a pint 
mold,) either mashed up or simply cut in 
slices. Quite an elaborate banana “cream” 
can be made by wetting a mold and arrang- 
ing little rounds of bananas in stripes 
around it (they will stick in position if 
pressed on to the wet china,) and then 
gently filling the mold with custard, into 
which more slices of bananas have been 
stirred 


Junket for Hot Weather. 


Junket is .a favorite dish in hot 
weather, and is extremely easy and cheap to 
make, needing nothing but the rennet and a 
little sugar and flavoring and only care to 
see that the precise blood heat is reached 
when the rennet is added. Tiny children o 
less than a year old may well be given this 
and will often find it acceptable, in hot 
weather especially, when ordinary milk or 
milky food pall very much. 


CLEANSING FURNITURE. 
Lemon Oj! Excellent. 


[Christian Science Monitor:] Dark 
woodwork and furniture are more eas 
ily cleaned than white, as they simply re 
quire cleansing with turpentine and wiping 
with an oiled cloth. Lemon oil is excellent 
for this purpose, as it is not greasy and can 
be used on the finest mahogany pieces, as 
well as on floors or woodwork. Apply it in 
a very small quantity and rub in well. 
Never use water on hardwood floors; it not 
only leaves white spots, but it soaks in be- 
tween the boards and causes them to warp. 
To Renovate Varnished Furniture. 

One of the best ways to clean varnished 
furniture (when there are no scratches 
deeper than the varnish on it) it is wash it 
with warm suds, or clean it with gasoline 
or turpentine. Polish with turpentine and 
crude oil, equal parts, or equal parts of alco 
hol, olive oll and vinegar. 


WINDOW-BOX GARDENS. 
Their Proper Construction. 


. [Philadelphia Telegraph:] If it is pos 
sible, the boxes should be made to order. 
When one realizes that these boxes will 
last for many seasons, this does not seem 
extravagant. Good wood can then be se 
lected, and the boxes made to fit the exact 
space one wishes to devote to them. What- 
ever the length desired, do not have the 
boxes less than one foot wide and one foot 
deep. 

Excellent boxes may be purchased ready 
made. at the various florist shops and de- 
partment stores in the city if one does not 
care to go to the trouble of having them 
made. Never set the boxes flat on the porch 
or window sill, but support the ends by 
pieces of “two-by-four.” In the bottom of 
each box bore quarter-inch holes at a dis- 
tance of six to eight inches apart, to insure 
drainage. 


Selection of Plants. 


In selecting the plants for your boxes be 
careful not to choose those which require 
much sun, when perhaps your porch or win- 

ws face to the north, or, on the other 

d, do not waste time and effort by plac 
ing shade-loving plants in a sunny location. 

It is usually a perplexing problem to se- 
lect plants for a north porch or for north 
windows, but there are a number of hand- 
‘ gome @pecies, which are suitable for this 
location.

A window box filled with thrifty ferns 
in all the shades of green is a very lovely 
sight. The well-known “umbrella plant” 
does remarkably well with a northern ex- 
posure, but requires even more water than

THE HERB GARDEN. 
Gather in the Morning. 


[Pittsburgh Gazette: } 
at their best some dry morning after the 
sun is well up—between 10 and 11 o’clock— 
gather ‘the stalks of leaves. Remove each 
leaf from the stalk and throw away rusty or 
stained leaves. The next thing is to dry 


them thoroughly and quickly. This can be 


done either by spreading them on a board in 
the sun or by putting them in a warm oven. 
The point is to dry them thoroughly and as 
soon as possible that they may retain their 
flavor and color to the greatest degree pos 
sible. 

When the leaves are thoroughly dry, rub 
them to a fine powder and sift them into 
bottles or tin cans. Label each distinctly. 

It is a good plan to pick, dry, powder and 
bottle only one kind of herb at a time, and 
there may be no possibility of mixing a lit- 
tle of one with another, and therefore les 
sening the distinctive flavors. 

Parsley can be dried like herbs and bot- 
tled for winter use; or it can be dried by 
tying half a dozen sprigs together and hang- 
ing them in the sunshiny air for several 
hours. 

Instead of powdering al] the herbs, make 
a good many little bunches of herbs such as 
the French call bouquets garnis—and which 
are called for in many French recipes. 


Dili Seeds at Their Best. 


Dill is especially useful for pickle flavor- 
ing. The seeds of this plant are the part 
used. In order to gather them when they 
are at their best allow them to ripen fully 
and then pick them. If you are afraid that 
the wind will rattle them off before you pick 
them, tle loose little cheesecloth bags about 
the stalks of the plant just before you judge 
the seeds to be thoroughly ripe and they 
will be caught in this way. 

The time to dry herbs is when they are 
just ready to bloom and are therefore full 
of juice and sap. There is a good deal of 
skill in successful herb drying, and yet any- 
one can teach herself to do it satisfactorily. 


THE PORCH FURNITURE. 
The Spring Cleansing. 


[Washington Star:] This can best be 
done out of doors with a garden hose and 
plenty of hot water. For each chair have a 
pailful of hot suds, softened with borax. 
Apply this to the seat of the chair with a 
stiff! whisk broom and scrub it about vigor 
ously. Then scrub the back, sides and un- 
der part of the chair in the same manner. 
Dash whatever suds remain over the chair 
and then rinse it with plenty of fresh, clean 
water from the hose. Clean tables and all 
other pleces of furniture in the same way 
and let them dry out of doors in the sun- 
shine or else near a fire. 

The cleaning process described may 
brighten the furniture sufficiently so that 
no additional stain or paint is needed. If 
the furniture does need a fresh dressing ap- 
ply the finish decided on without scraping 
off the old paint. The result will not, of 
course, be perfect, but it will be sufficiently 
good to make the time saved seem worth 
while. Most porch furniture is hardly valu- 
able enough to spend hours over with sand 
paper and paint removers. 


To Enamel or Stain. 


New furniture should be carefully stained 
or enameled. It can be bought of course al- 
ready colored, but as the price of most ar- 
ticles is a dollar less when they are uncol- 
ored and as the work is easy to do and 
pleasant and cheap, it can advantageously 
be done at home. Enough varnish, enamel 
or stain for a chair or moderately large 

le costs from 15 to 25 cents.

crack, and they consequently only require 
to be washed out and well rinsed and dried, 
and they are at once ready for use again 
without any further bother. And, really, 
with fair treatment they last in a wonder- 
ful way, while food cooked in them is al- 
ways delicious. 


LAUNDRY PROBLEMS. 
To Wash Woolen Trousers. 


[New York Sun:] White woolen or gray 

woolen trousers, if washed with care in two 
waters—one soapy, the second clear, with a 
dash of blue in each—may look quite as well 
as when new if washed quickly, dried 
quickly and pressed when slightly damp, not 
left to lie about, but washed, dried and 
pressed at once. 
Trousers should be pressed upon the 
side without making any crease, then 
turned upon the right side and the crease 
made as required, with a _ slightly damp 
cloth, twice doubled between the iron and 
trousers, put to air and laid away between 
the folds of a clean dust sheet. They will 
look perfectly new when again required for 
wear. 


To Prevent Colors Fading. 


Colored linens are so fashionable that it 
la well to know that delicate shades may 
be kept from fading by using plenty of pul- 
verized pure borax in the water in which 
they are washed and rinsed. 

A weak solution of alum will revive the 
colors of a faded carpet after a thorough 
sweeping.

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Glery of the Southiand. 
8S READERS of the Illustrated Weekly 
catch the headline to this article, one 
can hear them in multitudes mentally 
indulging in the interrogation, “What is the 
glory of the Southland?” 

The Southland has so many glories that 
the interrogation is not in vain. But as St. 
Paul says in his great chapter on immor- 
tality, “There is one glory of the sun and 
another glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the stars: for one star diffefeth from an- 
other star in glory.” So there are degrees 
of glory in the multitudinous glories of 
Southern California and of all the Great 
Southwest, pulsating as it is in every one 
of its fibers with glory upon glory. 

But as the mind is greater than the body, 
so the things that concern the mind are 
greater than those that are merely material; 
therefore the Illustrated Weekly takes leave 
to give the palm of glory to our schools. 
This page notes from week to week items 
about a school here or there, a new one 
built, an old one enlarged, or gives some 
other information about the schools. 

This week attention is called to a new 
union High School to be erected at Puente. 
From the plans prepared the new building 
will sit very appropriately along the hill- 
sides in that beautiful part of the San Ga- 
briel Valley. The architect, Carl H. Brown 
of Los Angeles, speaking of the style of 
architecture, calls it Spanish renaissance. 
To the ordinary eye it looks very Califor- 
nian indeed, and calls to mind the missions 
of the padres. The plans in mind constitute 
a group of three structures to be built now, 
at a cost of $40,000. The site consists of a 
plot of ten acres of ground, and the plans 
contemplate finally a group of eight build- 
ings. 

The next structure in mind is one for a 
grammar school at Niland, one of the year- 
ling municipalities in the great Imperial 
Valley. This is to be a six-room grammar 
school to cost about $12,000. It is of the 
mission type of architecture and will be of 
concrete construction and entirely fireproof. 
The structure, following the mission style of 
building, surrounds a spacious patio. It will 
occupy a site of several acres. 

The city of Los Angeles is building schools 
almost at the rate of one a week. It is to 
expend during the coming summer $6,000,000 
on new schools, and then the rooms will 
hardly accommodate the great number of 
pupils in the city so constantly and rapidly 
increasing. The school this week is to be 
known as the Echo Park avenue grammar 
school. This is a three-story building of 
solid structure, occupying an area of 290x 
150 feet. The building itself will be 128x66 
feet, leaving the rest of the space for play- 
ground. This school will eventually contain 
twelve rooms, but the first unit is to be of 
six rooms and will cost about $20,000. 


Fettering a River. 


UMANITY has learned something in the 

2500 years since Xerxes, the King of 
Persia, in his attempt to conquer Europe, 
built a bridge of boats across the Hellespont. 
The swift current of the stream wrecked his 
bridce of boats, and in his anger the bar- 
barian king had the stream whipped with 
many lashes and fetters thrown into it to 
curb its turbulence. 

The Great Southwest has a river of fresh. 
water vastly more turbulent and trouble 
some than the Hellespont. The Colorado in 
its lower reaches, from Yuma to where it 
empties into the Gulf of California, is one 
of the most dangerous and troublesome cur- 
rents in the world. Like the German Rhine 
and the Italian Po, these lower reaches of 
the Colorado run on an embankment built by 
the river itself during ages in which it has 
washed down millions of tons of silt, so that 
w the stream is away above the valley 
w. Some thirty years ago, for the first 
¢ in historical eras, this embankment 
gave way, and the river emptied itself into 
the sink, making a new sea where an old one 
had been ages ago. Since then the river has 
frequently broken out, and was let run its 
own wild course until a band of hardy fron- 
tlersmen went into the Imperial Valley about 
ten years ago. During the decade since then 
these men have won from the wildest mani- 
festation of nature imaginable a great em- 
pire of green fields and flourishing orchards, 
dotted with many promising young cities. 

Of course the river was far from a negli- 


gible quantity to these pioneers who had 
wrung from savage nature property worth 
hundreds of millions of dellars. The struggle 
with the river has been incessant for these 
ten years, and it has cost many millions to 
keep it in check. It would not do to leave 
to any haphazard policy an empire of 300,000 
acres, the most fruitful and profitable in the 
world. So the people selected Charles R. 
Lockwood, a pioneer of pioneers, to under- 
take the fettering of the turbulent Colorado, 
named by bright newspaper men the “mad- 
cap river.” 

This courageous and efficient man says 
now: “The Imperial Valley will never again 
receive the uncontrolled flood waters of the 
Colorado.” He adds: “I do not. mean by 
that that we have finished with the river. 
On the contrary we have just begun. But 
we are ahead of it. We have raised, ex- 
tended and strengthened our levees in Mex- 
ico, but these, while fully sufficient as a pres- 
ent safeguard, are only temporary. The big 
fact is that we have an organization and the 
means to combat the river, and that we are 
to proceed against it not excitedly but with 
the calmness of routine.” 

That sounds mighty well, and promises se- 
curity for the pioneers in the Imperial Val- 
ley, safeguarding their property, as said 
above now an empire wrung in ten years 
from the most savage and difficult dispensa- 
tion of nature that men have ever under- 
taken to conquer. 


To Curb the Santa Ana River. 


LL streams in the Great Southwest be 
come turbulent when the heavy rains 

fall in the wet season. From the sea to the 
mountain tops all around the great valley 
known as Southern California the extreme 
distance is about a hundred miles. As these 
mountains run like a horseshoe all around 
the valley, and there is a rise in many places 
to thousands of feet in height, the run-off in 
a big rain is something tremendous. Al- 
though the streams are not so long as those 
in the Middle West, the floods are more dif- 
ficult to control because of the great height 
of the mountains and their close proximity 
to the valley. A vigorous and well-planned 
campaign is on foot all over the Great South- 
west to restrain these streams in flood time. 
The largest stream in Southern California 
proper is the Santa Ana River, which comes 
down from the San Bernardino Mountains, 
where the rains are more abundant and the 
snow falls deeper than elsewhere in South- 
ern California, raising immense floods in the 
river. These floods are particularly destruc- 
tive In Orange county around Santa Ana, 
and most so between that city and the sea. 
Early in May a meeting was held by the 
Newbert protection district directors and 
those of the Talbert drainage district. To 
control the water along these districts it is 
estimated the cost will be about $35,000. The 
river is already pretty well diked from 
Santa Ana to tidewater, but at a certain 
point it strikes an obstruction and makes a 
turn almost at a right angle. The new 
project is to cut a channel straight away 
from this turn to the ocean, and thus control 
the floods. Simultaneously there was a 
project launched to drain about 600 acres in 
the lowlands. These lands are of extreme 
fertility and thoroughly well worth protec- 
tion. 


Planning a New Harbor. 


MBITIOUS Redondo Beach has launched 
a campaign looking to the construction 
of an inner harbor at that port of entry 
which would give a space of 600 feet for 
docking deep-sea vessels. The Standard Oil 
Company, with its great refining plant at El 
Segundo, is reported to be backing this 
scheme for a harbor at Redondo Beach. En- 
gineers after careful study say the cost will 
be about $1,500,000. Every one remembers 
the-old salt basin of Redondo Beach which 
was used years ago by a company for mak- 
ing salt from the sea water. This old lake is 
near the plant of the Pacific Light and 
Power Company, and the plan is to dredge 
this deep enough to permit vessels to reach 
docks around it. 


Benefits of Harbor. 


HE fight to obtain a harbor for Los An- 
geles was long and strenuous, and bit- 
terly fought by powerful influences. But by 
the co-operation of the Federal government 
the harbor of Los Angeles is now amang the 


very best in the wide world, the easiest to 
enter, the cheapest for ships to come to and 
go from, and about the most spacious in the 
world. It is worth every cent it cost 
country generally, and particularly 

community. The secretary of 
Commission, assuming that 


steamship lines last year carried 150,000 tons 
of freight. The average rate was $10 a ton, 
and as the railroads would have got twice as 
much from the public for doing this service, 
the saving of $10 a ton amounts to the sum 
above. Be it known that the Federal gov- 
ernment did not do it all. The city of Los 
Angeles has voted $5,500,000 for the improve- 
ment of its harbor. 


Maxwell's Ambitious Plan. 

EORGE H. MAXWELL is one of 

best-known men on the Pacific Coast. 
It is more than a generation since he began 
his campaign for the conservation of the 
flood waters on the mountains of the coun- 
try by forest preservation in order to store 
the flood waters for two purposes—to pro- 
tect the property on the lowlands from de- 
struction in flood times, and to make the 
flow through the streams more constant in 
order to be useful for irrigation in the plains 
below. Out of this campaign grew the Na- 
tional Reclamation Association, to which or- 
ganization is due every dam built in the 
United States for the storing of flood water 
and the reclamation of the arid plains by 
irrigation. 


This wogk is about done, or at least so far 
advanced that it will go of its own momen- 
tum after this. And now Mr. Maxwell has 
turned his attention to the work of popu 
lating Western America by immigration 
from Europe and elsewhere and careful dis- 
tribution of the immigrants. He thinks that 
by proper representations and energetic 
work 20,000,000 newcomers can be brought 
to the Great West to develop its natural re- 
sources and add to its wealth. 


Los Angeles Banks. 

COUPLE of weeks ago the Comptroller 

of the Currency sent out a call from 
Washington to the national banks of the 
country for reports showing the condition 
of these institutions on May 1. There are 
thirteen national banks in Los Angeles. The 
aggregate showing made by these institu- 
tions is in one sense very satisfactory in that 
it showed that the hanks of the city were 
pursuing their usual conservative course, 
aiming to protect the funds of their deposi- 
tors and have plenty of money to meet every 
check against every account duly drawn and 
presented. 

The last previous call for an accounting 
was on March 4 of the present year, and the 
increase in deposits in the two months 
amounted to more than $4,900,000. The 
total deposits on hand in the baker's dozen 
of national banks amounted to $65,010,000 
subject to call. Many of these banks hold 
large sums on deposit, the First National 
having more than $20,000,000, the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ National little short of 
$13,500,000, and the Citizens’ National 
$10,758,735. The loans and discounts show 
a very slack use for this money, for where 
as the deposits increased, as shown above, 
nearly $5,090,000, the loans and discounts 
increased by less than $100,000. 


Wealth Out*of Clay. 


ACK of one kind of natural wealth can 
often be made good by turning to the 
use of another kind. The Great South west 
is poverty-stricken in forests compared with 
the Northwest, and therefore nearly all the 
lumber used for various purposes in the 
Southwest has to be brought from a dis- 
tance at heavy cost. Under these condl- 
tions it is startlingly remarkable that Los 
Angeles Harbor is the greatest in the worid 
in the amount of lumber handled.

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WENTY years ago the most frequent 
cause of death in this country was 
: tuberculosis. At the present time 
more people die annually from organic heart 
diseases than from the “‘great white plague.” 
In round numbers, the annual death toll now 
levied by heart disease in this country is 
410,000. 

The president of the Life Extension Insti- 
tute recently pointed out that the mortality 
from organic heart disease has increased 86 
per cent. in Massachusetts in thirty years; 
and in a group of fifteen American cities it 
has increased 94 per cent. But he made the 
significant comment that he believed it is 
safe to say that fully 80 per cent. of these 
deaths could be postponed from a few days 
to a number of years, “if we could teach 
these people personal hygiene—how to 
guard against these afflictions.” 

The method of dothg this is relatively sim- 
ple. It consists, first of all, in detecting con- 
ditions that foreshadow heart diseases, such 
as the gradual rise in the blood pressure, 
which usually precedes them. If there is 
high blood pressure, it may be corrected in 
its early stages by such hygienic measures 
as diet and exercise. And even when it has 
existed for several months it is quite pos- 
sible to overcome it by a little persistent 
effort. 

The epidemic of heart diseases that has 
increased so rapidly during the last quarter 
of a century is probably explained by the 
shanged mode of life that has taken place 
during that period. It coincides precisely 
with the influx of people into the cities, 
with the sedentary life, and relatively high 
living that accompany such changes. But 
one need not pay the senalty of this change 
if he will give timely heed to the condition 
of his blood vessels. 


Tonsiie ana Foul Breath. 


It does not appear to be generally known 
that foul breath is not infrequently caused 
by little calcareous deposits in the tonsils. 
_ These deposits are usually formed in tonsils 
that are enlarged as the result of former in- 
flammations, but even tonsils of normal size 
may develop them. To overcome this condi- 
tien, these calcareous masses must »e re 
moved, and the little pockets in which thev 
rest must be treated with an antiseptic. 
Some mild antiseptic gargle used twice a 
day is also useful. 

The other causes of foul breath aro stom- 
ach disorders, nasal catarrh, and decayed or 
badly kept teeth. This last condition, which 
is the most common one, is also the most 
preventable and curable, and, therefore, the 
least excusable. A little timely dentistry, 
followed by persistent use of brush and 
tooth powder, will prevent all foul odors. 

The choice of the tooth powder should be 
determined by results. Some teeth require 
more friction in the powder than others, and 
for these the soapy, frictionless preparations 
are not as effective as the miore gritty kinds. 
If the gums are tender, the brushing should 
be followed by the use of some antiseptic 
solution having slightly astringent qualities. 
Weak solutions of peroxide of hydrogen are 
good, but a 5 per cent. solution of chlorate 
of potash is probably better. One of the 
best local astringents and local antiseptics 
is a solution, one part to five, of alcohol in 
water. 


“edicinal Value of Grape Fruit. 


A correspondent of this magazine writes 
to inquire as to the best manner of eating 
grape fruit in order to get the full effect of 
whatever medicinal qualities the fruit pos 
sesses. He suggests that a very good way 
is to slice the fruit, rind and all, pour a 
quart of hot water over it, and take a glass 
of this solution every morning. 

So far as is known, the medicinal value 
ef grape fruit is about the same as that of 
lemons and limes, which it resembles closely 
in chemical composition. It is, therefore, 
of no particular value\as a medicine, al- 
though under special conditions, such as on 
long sea voyages where fresh vegetables 
eannot be obtained, it may be used as a 
prophylactic against scurvy in the same 


manner as Umes and lemons. Taken before 
breakfast in a solution made in the manner 
suggested above, it will have a slig/itly laxa-

tive effect, but scarcely more so than 6 glass 


of cold water taken at that time. 

As grape fruit came originally from China, 
it was thought at one time that it must pos- 
sess some mysterious medicinal quality like 
so many other useful Oriental products. It 
is suspected, however, that the Capt. Shad- 
dock, who brought the fruit from the East, 
hinted at its value as a medicine for the 
purpose of raising the price of his cargo 
rather than because he believed in the me 
dicinal potency of the fruit. 


Left-handed Stammering. 


It has been believed for many years that 
left-handed persons are more likely to be 
stammerers than persons who are right- 
handed. But it is a recent observation that 
@ large proportion of the left-handed stam- 
merers have learned to write with the right 
hand in early childhood, and that the stam- 
mering did not develop until this period of 
instruction began. It is believed, therefore, 
(that forcing this unnatural task upon the 
| right hand is sometimes the cause of stam- 
mering. Indeed, the author of “Montessori 
Principles and Practices” states very posi- 
tively that “it is dangerous to force a child 
who is naturally left-handed to write with 
the right hand,” as this is a fertile cause 
of stammering. 

Thig may seem pretty far-fetched. But it 
appears much less so if the mechanisms in 
the brain that are concerned with writing 
and speaking are considered. The “centers” 
of the brain that control the speech faculty, 
particularly those that govern reading and 
writing. are closely adjacent to the centers 
governing the muscles of the arm and hand; 
and the fibers leading from these two cen- 
ters, and going to their respective muscles, 
are closely interwoven at some points. It is 
supposed, therefore, that the unnatural 
strain placed upon the naturally clumsy 
right hand of the left-handed person, causes 
a confusion in the messages traveling along 
the fibers—short circuits the system at some 
pdints, so to speak—which results in stam- 
mering. Probably the same thing would oc 
cur occasionally in right-handed persons if 
they were taught to write with their left 
hands in early childhood while the nerve 
tracts are still in an unstable condition. 


But of course this experiment is seldom 
made. 


The Cause of Stammering. 


In a recent issue of “The Child,” a descrip- 
tion of the cause of stammering is given as 
follows: “The immediate cause of stam- 
mering is that the nerve impulses to the 
various muscles concerned in speech do not 
succeed each other in proper sequence. For 
instance, if the impulse follows instead of 
just precedes the impulse to the lips to 
élose in order to make the sound of ‘p’ then 
a stutter results, and if the action is pro- 
longed, we get the worst form of convulsive 
stammer. But this improper sequence is 
just what we might expect would result from 
trying to set up a new nerve center for 
speech—it might interfere with the existing 
nerve center. Now we know that the speech 
center is on one sifle or the other of the 
brain, according as the right hand or the left 
hand is most used, and that, especially in 
children, a second speech center may be set 
up on the unused side of the brain, if by 
chance the original center is destroyed. 
Hence we should naturally expect that if we 
made a left-handed boy employ his right 
hand, especially for matters connected with 
speech, the result might be to set up a sec- 
ond and imperfectly organized speech cen- 
ter on the other side of the brain.” 

These facts have been emphasized recent- 
ly by the report of the case of a little left- 
handed girl who developed a stammer soon 
after beginning writing lessons with her 
right hand. A little later she broke her right 
arm, but continued her writing with her left 
hand. Whereupon she ceased to stammer. 
When the broken bones had knitted she 
began writing again with her right hand, and 
the stammering gradually returned, but 
ceased when a wise teacher allowed her to 
use her left hand, as nature intended.

Eye Defects and insomnia. 


It is asserted by Dr. C. Ernest Pronger 
one of the leading oculists of Europe, that 
the most common cause of insomnia is some 


seomnia permanently cured. 

The demoralizing effects of insomnia can 
scarcely be appreciated by persons who 
have never experienced this condition. It 
is not merely the physical exhaustion that 
follows sleepless nights that must be reck- 
oned with, but the effects upon the nervous 
and mental system, which are even more 
disastrous. Nervous and mental breakdowns 
are almost invariably preceded by periods of 
insomnia; and insomnia is known to be a 
fairly constant forerunner, and probably 
the cause, in a high percentage of suicides. 

The particular forms of eye defects that 
produce insomnia include practically all con- 
ditions in which constant eye strain results. 
Thus astigmatism, near-sightedness and far- 
sightedness are frequently the cause, al- 
though the condition may be due to defect 
in the eye-muscles, or in the nervous struc- 
ture of the eye itself. All of these condi- 
tions, however, are amenable to treatment, 
usually by correction with glasses. In most 
cases this is a comparatively simple matter 
for the skilled oculist; and there are very 
few cases of any kind, of sufficient impor- 
tance to produce insomnia; they may not be 
relieved, at least to the extent of preventing 
sleeplessness. 


Lime Starvation, 


Lime forms three-fourths of the total min- 
eral salts of the body, and is found in all 
tissues and fluids. It is constantly elim- 
inated, and must therefore be constantly re 
placed with a corresponding quantity in 
food and drink. When, for any reason, the 
supply does not equal the demand, or if the 
supply is not properly utilized by the body, 
various diseases develop, the condition pre 
disposing to these diseases being known as 
“lime starvation.” 

There are certain nervous diseases for 
which this condition seems directly respon- 
sible. But it is equally true that a lack of 
lime in the system is favorable to the devel- 
opment of germs, with resulting infectious 
diseases. The bacilli of tuberculosis, for 
example, thrive in limestarved tissues: 
hence the usefulness of easily assimilable 
foods containing lime in the treatment of 
this disease. Chief among all these lime. 
carrying foods is milk, with eggs a good sec- 
ond; and a combination of the two is ideal 
in most cases. 

In certain conditions, however, eggs can- 
not be taken, and milk is not well borne, qr 
easily assimilated in its original form. As 
a substitute, therefore, the following prep- 
aration has been devised which offers lime 
in a readily assimilable and fairly palatable 
form. 

“Two eggs are beaten, strained and mixed 
with enough milk to make a quart. Then 
four teaspoonfuls of dilute hydrochloric acid 
are added to the mixture and stirred until 
thoroughly mixed. The mixture is then bot- 
tled and placed in an ice chest, and the 
patient drinks a pint in the morning and a 
pint in the evening. The size of the curds 
in the milk varies with the temperature of 
the milk at the same time when the acid is 
added; the warmer the milk the thicker the 
curds, but they are always soft and easy to 
digest. The taste of this combination is‘hot 
unpleasant.” 


Foods as Body Buliders. 


Carbohydrates (starchy foods) represent 
for the body the coal which produces haat 
and power. The proteids (albumen) which 
we eat in a concentrated form in meat, eggs 
and cheese and in small quantities in all 
cereals, are the material from which the 
greatest part of the body is built and are 
just as unfit to give strength as iron, from 
which the boiler is bullt, is unfit as its firing 
material. But for many years the conclu- 
sion was that because our muscles are flesh 
(proteids) the eating of meat (which is com- 
posed mainly of proteids) must produce 
strength. 


Exact observation proves, beyond any 
shadow of a doubt, that the body can not 
make use of more than four to six table 
spoonsful of pure proteid matter per day. It 
is certain that many chronic diseases arise 


, | from the eating of too much proteid matter. 


The waste proteid is removed from the body 
by the kidneys. The kidneys are built te 
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take care ‘ol only six or seven scbiammidionds 

of proteids dally and can not stand larger 
Gonsaiien without wearing out prematurely 
and falling to pieces at the age of 50, when 
part of the kidney-filter will be found in the 
urine, in the form of casts; then material 
good for the body is filtered out and much 
that does harm retained. These are the 
symptoms of kidney disease so common to- 
day in our middle-aged, well-to-do population. 
When the kidneys once become diseased, it 
is only a short time before the heart will 
become sick, also. (The Management of the 
Body.) 


Ulcerated Stomach. 


The term “ulcerated stomach” is popvu- 
larly applied to many forms of more or less 
disagreeable gastric disorders of temporary 
duration following some dietary indiscretion. 
In point of fact true ulceration of the stom- 
ach—that is, the condition in which some 
portion of the lining of the stomach harbors 
an ulcer-—-is a relatively rare affliction. 
When it does occur, however, it is a very 
persistent and serious condition. 

Mere distress and discomfort in the gas- 
tric region after eating is not indicative of 
gastric ulcer. The principal symptom is 
pain after eating, to be sure, but the pain is 
localized in one circumscribed spot, and is 
boring in character. Vomiting usually oc- 
curs shortly after eating, and in true ulcer 
there is likely to be vomiting of blood. Yet 
the appetite, particularly the appetite for 
meat, is usually good in this condition, and 
meats are well digested, which is not the 
case in the more common form of gastric 
disorders. 

A form of intestinal uloeration, in which 
the location of the pain is about the same 
as in gastric ulcer, occurs in the part of the 
small intestine which connects directly with 
the stomach, and is called the duodenum. A 
peculiarity of the pain in this form of ulcer 
which differs radically from the pain of gas- 
tric ulcer, is that it occurs about two hours 
after eating. Moreover. eating relieves the 
pain in this condition temporarily, whereas 
in gastric ulcer the pain ceases when the 
stomach is empty, but begins at once when 
food is taken. = 

A pain which develops regularly in “the 
pit of the stomach” about two hours after 
each meal, and is relieved if some bland 
food or a glass of milk is taken, should be 
looked upon with suspicion.

Answering the first query about grafting, 
our correspondent has the principle exactly 
reversed. The whole theory of dwarfing 
fruit trees is to graft them on slow-growing 
stocks. While the tree is made thus smaller 
by being grafted on a restraining root, it 
is not affected in its other characteristics. 
Pears are dwarfed by grafting on quince. As 
a matter of fact budding predominates in the 
propagation of dwarfs. The selection of 
proper stocks, the adaptation of stock to 
scion—is one of the fundamental problems 
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of dwarf tree propagation. Paradise apple is 
one of the principal dwarf stocks. The re 
production is by means of mound layerage 
as the variety does not come true to name 
from seed. These Paradise stocks are largely 
grown in France. The nurserymen who 
grow dwarf trees in America import their 
stocks from France during the winter, plant 
them in nursery rows early in the spring, bud 
the stocks the following summer and have 
the dwarf trees for sale the second year fol- 
lowing. The English Doucin stock does not 
dwarf so rigidly as the French Paradise. For 
field planting where complete restriction is 
not desired the Doucin stock is preferred. 

Peaches are dwarfed by budding upon al- 
most any kind of a plum root, especially up- 
on the smaller growing species of plums. 
Myrobalan stock is the cheapest stock and 
easiest to procure. St. Julien plum furnish- 
es a better dwarfing stock for peaches but 
is more expensive and harder to work. The 
Americana plum stock has been proven out to 
entire satisfaction. For plums Myrobalan 
stock is really a dwarf but not equal to the 
American plum stock which is secured 
from the nurserymen of the Middle West. If 
grafted or budded early, all plum varieties 
take well upon the Americana stock. Trt- 
foliata stock is the best dwarf for citrus. 
Dwarf trees are managed in the nursery 
very much as standards of the same va- 
rieties.

NE of the hardest tasks that confront 
the garden builder is to give the place 
an appearance of age—to “rub off” the 

newness. Time alone will mellow, induce 
the growth of moss, lichens, etc., and bring 
that exquisite permanent coloring which 
man cannot match, much less surpass. 
Large trees may be moved and material 
grouped in compact masses as though grown 
together through some years, but still the 
utmost art and effort of the builder is nec- 
essary to even approach the “time-mel- 
lowed” effects without which a large garden 
lacks charm. 

Excess numbers of bright-colored flowers 
of large size will but accentuate, and force 
upon the observer the newness of it all. 
Plant rather, masses of old-fashioned her- 
baceous perennials, such as grandmother 
used to grow and of which Riley, the 
Hoosier poet, wrote: 

“They ain't no style about ‘em, 

And they're sort of pale and faded; 
Yet the doorway here, without ‘em, 

Wonld be lonesomer, and shaded 
With a good deal! blacker shadder 

Than the mornin’ glory makes, 


-And the sunshine would look sadder, 


For their good old-fashioned sakes.” 

The meral of it all is that every place 
be planted on a definite plan and not in a 
haphazard manner, as nearly all places 
are. The lack of a plan is the cause of a 
corresponding lack of attractiveness in 90 


per cent. of home grounds everywhere. 


Then, too, so many are commonplace in ma- 
térial, as well as in plan. The surplus 
plants and cuttings of the neighbor's gar- 
dens are dumped into a place without re 
gard to their fitness or the uses to which 
they are put. Room in such gardens is 
made for anything and everything that is 
offered. Is it any wonder that such places 
are unattractive? Why not bulld your 
house in the same way, without the serv- 
fees or advice of an architect? Every gar 
den of size should be planned by a profes 
sional. Really good results cannot be ob- 
tained In any other way. 

Garden Fertilizers.

But there are 
special crops of flowers that need special 
feeding in order to get high-class flowers. 
An inquiry is just at hand asking for “rush 
food” for carnations. The grower wishes 
to feed heavily at proper times in order to 
produce showy blossoms for early winter. 
Carnations have very fine hair-like roots 
that need equable conditions of soil, moist- 
ure, temperature, food, etc. Aside from a 
rich friable soll, potash apd lime are 
needed to keep plants in good general 
health. Both of these are supplied in wood 
ashes, or one may use air-siaked lime and 
either sulphate or nitrate of potash. The 
latter also contains nitrogen. Well-rotted 
animal manures, especially pulverized 
sheep manure, make fine stems, leaves and 
general plant growth. If stems are weak, 
bone meal and lime will stiffen them and 
also induce the formation of flowers. Feed 
frequentiy, but in small or light doses.

Here is a_ region, 
reached in one hour and a half by auto from 
the heart of our metropolis, that vibrates 
with the swirl of rushing waters and spark- 
ling trout pools in a pine-covered area em- 
bellished with embankments of wild flowers. 
Not alone for the pleasure seeker will this 
highway be of great value. It will be a 
guard line and a supply road to prevent 
and fight deadly forest fires. , 

This protection will be absolutely neces- 
sary for the policy of flood control and 
forestry that is now being formulated so 
successfully by the county Board of Super- 
visors. The experiments made during the 
past winter in the Tejunga and Haines can- 
yons have proved so successful that a radi- 
cal change in the old programme of flood 
control is plainly ushered in. These can- 
yons are the headwaters of our Los An- 
geles River. In.line with work done in 
Switzerland and Southern France during the 
last century, Engineer Olmstead of the 
Board of Flood Control built about fifty ex- 
perimental retarding dams in torrential side 
canyons. These dams were built witha view 
of retarding the velocity of the water from 
the canyon so that the crest of the flood re- 
sulting from a cloudburst would be dimin- 


ished. In other words if a flood which 
rushed out and spent itself in three or four 
hours could be held back in the upper 
reaches of the canyons 80 that its flow 


was spread over double the time and con- 
sequently half the volume, all the damage 
would be eliminated. Retarding dams built 
upon this theory in an experimental way 
actually held back all of the storm waters 
of the past season in those canyons equipped 
for it. While we had no such cloudbursts 
this year as we had in 1914, yet we had 
some good stiff storms which were able te 
fill up many of the conduits and channels 
that had been built in the valleys and make 
a total loss of the money expended in ex- 
cavating them. 

In the canyons where these experiments 
were made, the velocity of the water was 
so decreased that none of it ever reached 
the outer valleys. When this demonstra- 
tion was fully realized, in contrast to the 
injury done the excavations for channels in 
the outside valleys by filling up, it was 
realized that this department of flood con- 
trol was going to become paramount until 
its beneficence was so widely demonstrateé 
that it would be known to all people. 

I have recently Ween into the mountains 
to the scene of these experiments with the 
members of the Board of Supervisors and 
their engineers. The results are so ap 
parent that it has been determined arrange- 
ments must be made for the conducting of 
parties of leading citizens and newspaper- 
men to view this work. They will be 
shown a side canyon that was heretofore 
torrential, as evidenced in the great cone of 
detritus thrown up at its mouth. In this 
same canyon the bed is now strewn with 
young willows waist high and all evidence 
of madly rushing waters is absent, because 
of the holding back thereof by six small re- 
tarding dams from the headwaters to the 
mouth, 

A photographic showing of these torrent- 
tamers fails to give an adequate idea of 
the manner of construction and durability. 
Viewed from the front face, these dams 
look like unsupported stone fences that 
would be keeled over by the first punch of 
a good flood flow. They are, however, very 
deeply intrenched between rock walls and 
taper backward some ten or fifteen feet of 
a slope up stream. Laying the boulders 
_ from the front wall backward up stream, 
they are shingled one upon the rear end of 
another, so that the greater the pressure of 
water coming down stream the more forcibly

These dams have stood the past winter's storms and caused the entire flow to 


are the rocks jammed together. The re- 
tarding dams are built at very close inter- 
vals. They are inexpensive, costing’ only 
from $8 to $50 each. hey are made from 
rock without cement and have stood the test 
of some liberal rains this past winter. 


Constructing a Flood Incubator. 


Those who have witnessed the action of 
last winter’s rains upon these retarding 
dams have no doubt as to the stability of 
the structures, nor the results achieved in 
reducing the velocity of stream flow. Be- 
fore the work is undertaken upon a large 
scale the legislators and public officials will, 
however, want to know exactly what these 
dams will do in a cloudburst and how much 
of the crest of such a flood they will spread 
out. Therefore the Board of Flood Control 
has erected in an arm of the Tejunga Can- 
yon, near Hansen's Camp, a storage dam 
with an opening five feet wide and seven 
feet high. This is a narrow, precipitous 
canyon and the small reservoir with the 
relatively enormous opening can deliver an 
experimental cloudburst to order at any 
time when the county engineers desire to 
test the construction and the food flow. 
When the gates are closed the water ac- 
cumulates. Then they can open the great 
gate and let the water go with a crash. 
The velocity of the same head with dams 
will be first measured. Then with a series 
of retarding dams below, the action of this 
cloudburst can be studied in every detail. 
The point at which this construction has 
been placed was so strategic that the work 
was inexpensive and cloudburst results can 
be acquired in concrete figures. Whenever 
any engineer or body of students desire an 
ocular demonstration of what a great cloud- 
burst would do under given conditions, a 
relatively monster flood may be auto- 
matically hatched from the flood incubator. 
Expanding County Forestry. 


Everywhere the flood-retarding experi- 
ments have been conducted in the moun- 
tains this winter it has been observed that 


certain tree and wild scrub planting is 
necessary on many bare slopes. When the 
surveys are finished for the channels in the 
valley it will also be necessary to line the 
banks with willows and cottonwoods and oth- 
er densely rooted trees. 


It has been painful to note the lack of 


tree planting in the mountains by the 
national government. Outside of Southern 
California, where irrigation is paramount 


to timber or cattle intérests, the value of 
tree pianting is largely based on the timber. 
value of trees. 

In Southern California one tree on our 
watershed as a forest cover is worth from 
six to ten times more than its value as a 
timber product. I say “six to ten times” 
advisedly and conservatively, as the com- 
parative value agreed upon by those who 
have given years to the study of the sub- 
ject. Now if our trees in the mountains of 
Southern California are worth from six to 
ten times more as a forest cover than they 
are as a timber product, how far are we 
going to advance if we depend upon forestry 
development from the national government 
which figures forestry largely upon a tim- 
ber basis? 

We are not advancing, that's all. Our 
local forest officers are able, willing, ener- 
getic. They are making new trails and new 
roads. They are ranked as highly skillful 
fire fighters, but the national government 
under which they serve calculates forestry 
very largely upon a timber basis. The very 
species of pine tree that has proved to be 
the best for forest cover on our barren 
south slopes is a tree that is of little or 


no value as a timber tree. For.this reason: 


alone it is the very species to plant in 
Southern California, because we want a tree 
that the timber men will not covet. It also 
has other points of superior merit for our 
work. But being of little value for timber 
purposes, we will have to occupy years in 
educating the department at Washington. I 
refer to P. Attenuata. 


Twenty years have elapsed since an active 


forestry policy was started in Southern 
California. The evolution of the policy 
has been gratifying but painfully slow. 
We face a new and greater era in 
Southern California. The white race has 
discovered this region, tested it and given 
it the stamp of approval. The whole 
semi-arid region is to be intensively de- 
veloped. The county as a whole can no 
longer afford to allow flood waters to run 
wild and tear out estates and communities 
and boulevards. We cannot afford the dam- 
age, neither can we afford the waste of 
water from our summer streams. Systems 
of flood control and flood retarding and flood 
spreading go hand in hand with the re 
forestation of the bare slopes. The National 
Forest Service, lacking in funds, is hardly 
able to keep up the necessary systems of 
trails without the co-operation of county 
and community interests. 

«Would it not therefore be wise to extend 
the scope of the present County Board of . 
Forestry to include economic as well as 
ornamental forestry? The county has always 
contributed to the funds used for building 
trails and roads in the mountains. Let the 
State undertake the building of the main 
highway from Pasadena to Acton and the 
national government continue its work of 
trail building and fire guard and protection. 
This would leave the county to see that 
the headwaters of its streams were covered 
with brush and tree growth. Without this 
covering the industries and communities of 
the valleys are in jeopardy and the waters 
of the winter run rapidly away. 

This seems to be a natural division of 
the burden. From all the evidences along 
our highways we seem to have a very com- 
petent board of forestry in the county. Any- 
one whe has planted trees can observe 
from the regularity of the stand and the 
growth of the ornamentals along our high- 
ways that efficiency and administrative abil- 
ity are not wanting in that department. In 
fact, I recently heard it commented upon 
that if 25 per cent. of our county boulevard 


trees had died it would have given a 
scraggly effect to the whole undertaking. 
The boulevard trees were selected as to 


varieties with a degree of wisdom seldom 
noted in public undertakings and are rapid- 
ly growing into monuments that our county 
officials will be proud of. 

Why not let this efficient County Forestry 
Board do this important work in the moun- 
tains in conjunction with the Board of 
Flood Control? Is the present county for- 
estry office cverloaded? At any rate can it 
not be broadened to any point necessary 
to do the forestry work that is needed to 
protect our streams, our industries and our 
communities from flood damage? 

Our County Board of Forestry should start 
a nursery of forest cover trees at once. 
These should be distributed to citizens who 
will plant them, without cost. The list 
should include all valuable conifers and eu- 
calypts. All surplus stock should be planted 
on the barren slopes at the headwaters of 
our creeks during the rainy season by any 
surplus stock of labor that needed employ- 
ment. Such labor would, indeed, need very 
good direction and management in such deli- 
cate work as mountain tree planting. Such 
management and responsibility will be bet- 
ter if resting with our own county officials 
than if resting at Washington. 

Here then is the forestry platform for Los 
Angeles county: 

lst—Through highways by the State; 

2nd—Trails and fire protection by the 
government; 

3rd—Flood prevention and tree planting 
by the county. 

From this platform the community will 
get 300 per cent. dividends, as follows: 

lst—100 per cent. from flood prevention; 

2nd—100 per cent. from water conser- 
vation, and 

3rd—100 per cent. from the use of a mar- 
velous vacation land. 


Thrips Serious in Arizona.

fornia Legislature ways and means 
were provided whereby the State 
Fair for 1915 will be omitted and all of its 
functions turned over to the Panama-

will be no State poultry shows; the moneys 
awarded by the State for premiums will be 
used at the International Poultry Show next 
November, and awarded as additional hon- 
ors on California birds only. This is in 
line with what other States are doing, no- 
tably Illinois and Missouri, both of which 
have made handsome provisions for cash 
awards to all winners coming from these 
two States. The State Fair cash awards 
when added to the exposition honors will 
really make it worth while for all Califor- 
nia breeders and fanciers to make liberal 
entries of their best birds. Reports coming 
from Washington, Oregon, Utah and other 
Western States promise a long string of 
entries, to which California should heart- 
ily respond alike in numbers as well as in 
quality.

City-lot Poultry Farming. 


— — 


Nothing so readily renders itself to re- 
ducing the cost of living, at the same time 
being a source of revenue to the average 
suburban home, as a flock of standard-bred 
hens. Irrespective of size, their mainte- 
nance consists largely of what would other- 
wise go to waste; the additional feed that 
may be required being more than offset by 
the value of eggs secured and the carcass 
that supplies the family table or is sold in 
the open market. In this calculation, noth- 
ing is allowed for sales of breeding stock 
and eggs for hatching—both often yield- 
ing a pretty penny from even a small fam- 
ily flock. 

What can be done with poultry on a city 
lot is demonstrated in a letter to the Illus- 
trated Weekly from O. P. Roberts of Los 
Angeles, giving results attained by Mrs. 
Kendall, who has a growing flock of some 
750 fowl, the result of four hatchings with 
a 250-egg incubator. This number should 
give her about 350 laying pullets. The 
cockerels have already been segregated 
and confined to independent fattening 
pens preparatory for the market. Mrs. 
Kendall has another hatch coming off, 
which will be disposed of as day-old chicks. 
Only eggs from two-year-old hens are used 
for incubation, as she is a firm believer that 
such eggs produce sturdier chicks than 
those hatched from pullet eggs. Giving a 
low value of $1 each for her pullets and 
market rates for her cockerels it will be 
seen that she already has the nucleus of 
a very good investment, even after the 
drones are all weeded out. Allowing 
twenty-five square feet to each hen, a city 
lot 50x150 feet would allow for 300 hens, 
with no space for houses. Hence, it will 
be seen that the ground space for these 300 
birds will be somewhat contracted. It is 
our judgment that even 200 head will entail 
careful management; 150 head would be 
safer and lead to better results per capita 
than a larger number. Thirty square feet 
per fowl would be still better. Overcrowd- 
ing is to be avoided. Under this system, 
provision must be made for scratching 
facilities and all green food will have to be 
supplied, forage being out of the question.

Asked and Answered. 


William Whitehead of Santa Ana writes 
for further information on the ointment 
treatment for lice: 

“Your notice with regard to the ointment 
treatment for lice, could you, or some of 


the readers of the Times Illustrated 
Weekly let us know how long the effects 
would iast? The party advertising it 


claims one application will be sufficient for 
six months. Your correspondent, Mrs. Per- 
kins, could use any kind of grease on 
small chickens’ heads and have the same 
effect.” 

Makers of some of the prepared oint- 
ments make the claim that Mr. Whitehead 
alludes to; but here again much depends 
on conditions. If a flock of hens are care- 
fully treated and the premises disinfected, 
it is not at all improbable that a single ap- 
plication would leave the birds immune 
for such a _ period. One preparation to 
which our attention has been called is com- 
posed of mercury and mercurial com- 
pounds, equalling 25 per cent. of metallic 
mercury, animal and mineral! oils and yel- 
low wax. Its application is simple: Take 
a quantity of the ointment, not larger than 
a pea, and apply to the bird directly be- 
low the vent or anus; get it down under 
the feathers and cover a space one inch 
square. We are aware that ordinary 
grease (lard, sweet oil or vaseline) will 
kill head lice on chicks; but that mercurial 
ointment can be used without injury to the 
young bird will be news to many poultry- 
men.

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“My flock of White Legho 
developed toe-pulling to h an extent 
that unless remedied in time the injured 
ones will be literally torn to pieces. I am 
feeding chick feed, oatmeal, skim-milk, and 
they have plenty of grass and insects. 
They are kept busy scratching so this habit 
is not from idleness. Will you kindly tell 
me in your poultry page the cause of toe 
pulling, and how to correct it?” 

The chances are, that unless checked, 
they will be ruined by the time this is 
printed. Cannibalism in chicks is a vicious 
habit and may be due to one or more 
causes. Often it results from a wound, 
and the chicks, once getting a _ taste of 
blood, literally kill the victim. Want of 
exercise, too close confinement and over- 
crowding induce vicious habits; a lack of 
animal food also has an influence. Provide 
a litter of cut straw for the chicks to 
scratch in, scattering the grain food in it; 
segregate the injured ones to separate 
quarters; give animal foods rather spar- 
ingly, and if possible give wider range. 
Proper environment and conditions ought 
to bring about a reform in the flock. 


Caught on the Wing.

MAGNIFICENT. 
USED to worry considerably, once upon 
I a time, over what would happen to us 
all when our coal deposits were finally 
exhausted, until I read one day in an av 
thoritative book that the untouched coal 


fields of China alone were great enough to 
supply the entire world for a thousand years 
to come. So that made one less responst 
bility for me to carry. 

Since then I have often exercised myself 
over the way the poppy fields of Southern 
California were being gradually wiped out. 
The great Altadena beds, once visible all 
the way from certain vantage points in Los 
Angeles, have had to yield to building lots, 
while other fields have been so devastated 
by flower vandals, who uprooted the plants 
in gathering the blossoms, that there have 
scarcely been enough left for reseeding. In 
addition to this, such small patches as do 
remain have been so hedged about with 
barbed wire these latter years, and so 
placarded with “Keep Off” signs, that my 
mind’s eye has dwelt upon a Southern Call- 
fornia denuded of one of its primal charms, 
and upon Southern Californians divested of 
one of their choicest privileges in the an- 
nual gathering of the poppy. 

And then, this April, for the frst time 
since childhood, I visited the San Gorgonto 
Pass in the springtime, and my fears were 
again dispersed like fog unde? a noanday 
sun. 

I thought I knew poppies before, but I had 
never reveled in such a splendor of floral 
gold as I found awaiting me there. The his 
toric San Gorgonio Pass is the natural gate 
way to the desert, snow-crowned San Gor 
gonio, or “Grayback,” the highest mountain 
in Southern California, making the western 
gatepost, equally snow<crowned San Jacinto 
the eastern, and the towns of Beaumont and 
Banning marking the entrance and the exit 
to the passage. In between are grain 
ranches, fruit ranches—and poppies. 

The poppies of Beaumont alone were 
worth traveling eighty miles to see. Every 
street was edged with them, every dooryard 
glowed with them, while the vacant spaces 
produced such an opulence of the bloom 
that the early afternoon breeze carried their 
faint, soporific sweetness upon it like a 
warm breath of the Orient. 

Beyond there, the poppies were not to be 
estimated except by acres and by miles, in 
the fields and along the roadsides. “One 
vivid orange patch, which glowed down to 
us from a distant mountain meadow on the 
slopes of San Gorgonio, contained a solid 
hundred acres of them. And such poppies! 
Not little close-growing, button-like affairs, 
but rich, golden, marvelous flowers over 
which one grew fairly delirious with joy. 
They stood among the silvery grasses on 
stems two feet in height, many of them with 
petals two inches in depth, many exceeding 
this and measuring five full inches across, 
while one at least—yes, truly, by my own 
measurement—was five and a half inches— 
literal cups of gold, poured full of sunshine 
until they glowed and shimmered with ite 
liquid splendor. 

That first night at the §800-acre ranch, 
down in the open, midway between the 
snowy mountains, a cold, pure wind came 
sweeping up from the valley lying bet ween 
us and the distant sea so drenched with the 
fragrance it had gathered from a thouw- 
sand blossoming orange groves on the 
way that I could not draw a breath 
which was not saturated with nectar. 
All night it streamed in at the west win- 
dows, bringing with it everything beautiful 
and sweet to the imagination. 

In the morning a meadow lark was sing- 
ing beside my window, and, the night breeze 
gone down, the air was redolent of name- 
less, numberless wild flowers growing in the 
fields all about, and of sweet fennel, which 
gave out incense as one trod upon it. All 
day long these fragrant airs moved through 
the pass, stirring the vast sweeps of barley 
field into silvery undulations. 

In the sunlight, the mountains rising to 
such great heights on either side were of a 
soft, pure, deep biue, with snowy edges 
clean-cut as white marble. The ridge of 
San Gorgonio, 11,485 feet at its highest 
point, was of solid white, tapering off, as it 
dipped lower, to criss-crosses of snow in 
the deep crevices.

And as for the wild flowers, 
in the midst of a count- 
taking the fallow fields 
legions, sentineling every road- 
even doing secret-eervice duty 
the bdariey.

Wherever the owls’ clover did not predomi- 
nate, the poppies did, making less a carpet 
or rug than an exquisite silken tapestry of 
Chinese yellow. Most of the flowers were 
of a gorgeous orange-gold, but some were of 
a canary tint, some quite creamy, and we 
found a few of a most unusual salmon 
shade. Late in the afternoon, we noted one 
littie chap just emerging from his nightcap. 

“Lat’s pull his cap off!” said Gen. Lee, 
with a boy's marauding tendency. “I al- 
ways do!” 

“Oh, no'” I objected. “He might take 
cold. Let's wait till morning.” 

“The sun will push it off In the morning,” 
prophesied smal! Sis Ann, aged 4, with un- 
conscious poetry. 

Sis Ann, with her biond bobbed hair and 
irresistible dimples, was a genius at com- 
pound words, which seemed to point to a 
German philological influence.

Bunset—and the gold light had left the 
air. San Gorgonio became a _ dull, cold 
gray, the snow looking bleak enough up 
yonder against the paling sky.

It was then that a curtain of gray cloud 
rolied alternately up and down the blue 
mountains, now revealing the violet lower 
slopes, with tantalizing glimpses of snow- 
frosted crests, then descending and hiding 
from view even the soft earthy-brown foot- 
hille, and meeting the very edge of the sil- 
ver-creen seas of bariey. The poppies slept 


all day long. The brave buttercups opened 
hopefully, Willing to tell all and sundry 
whether or not they loved butter, and the 
cream cups spilled out their paler lumi- 
nance, too. But still the poppies drowsed 
on, unresponsive to everything but théir two 
twin divinities, Warmth and Light. 

There was always a chance to be out of 
doors between rains, however. One day 
we—Sis Ann, Gen. Lee and I—were caught 
by a brisk shower while inspecting the new 
State highway running across a corner of 
the ranch, and had to scamper for home 
through a young gum grove, an apple or- 
chard, and the intricate windings of the 
sandy-bottomed ditch, the chase made the 
livelier by the pretense that we were pur. 
sued by Indians. This was very thrilling. 

Another cloudy morning afforded the 
novel pleasure of a ride on a ten-horse gang- 
plow around a field of 370 acres. There 
was a bit of blue sky that morning to the 
east, which left San Jacinto clear half-way 
to the summit, and the veil above that 
lifted now and again to reveal the frosty- 
white peak, so beautiful, so serene and 
lofty, far up against the sky. 

The Piers Plowman of the occasion was 
an ex-vaudevillian who had abandoned the 
alluring footlights for the solider comforts 
of a bucolic existence. His singing voice 
had been sadly impaired since he had be 
come “skinner” to a string of horses, but his 
shout was lusty and cheerful as he strode 
along beside the plow, exhorting the “crit- 
ters” to sustained activity. Sometimes he 
used a long, curling whip, sometimes he 
w stones at certain laggards among 
them, and he showed me the slingshot he 
had employed as an assistant until it fell 
apart from overwork. 

It was fascinating to watch the bright 
plowshares turning five deep furrows simul- 
taneously, with blackbirds in flocks follow- 
ing in the moist brown earth. Aad when 
we reached the end of a furrow, I laughed to 
see the long double-string of horses deftly 
sidestepping in their chain harness over the 
clods and back to the unplowed space, under 
the leadership of one Maud with deep, in- 
telligent eyes. } 

The first time around, I elected to get off 
and walk across the ditch dug by recent 
rains, bat the next time I remained aboard, 
and experienced all the excitement of a 
ship on a rough sea, with the captain shout- 
ing orders to the jolly tars, and myself cling- 
ing desperately to the rigging. We came to 
a particularly pretty patch of wild flowers, 
and I hopped off, attracted by pure white 
owl’ clover—a few freak albinos among the 
common soft pink blossoms—-and some sin- 
gulariy deep cerise specimens. I gathered 
also large white forget-me-notse—the kind 
“that grow for happy lovers”—and a hand- 
ful of bright yellow daisies. 

Altogether, I felt that plowing could easily 
yield the poetic returns that Robert Burns 
and others have found in it. There is a 
sanity, a simplicity, and a substantialness 
about it which appeal to me more, I am sure, 
than the conventional stace song and the 
black-face skit ever could. 


Yet another cloudy morning furnished a 
drive into the foothilis, through a canyon 
and a wash filled with flowers of another 
sort. Here rich blue lupines abounded, with 
some of pink and lavender; chicalote, or 
thistle poppy, with white, papery petals and 
golden heart; wild heliotrope; daisies, both 
pure white and velvety yellow: and a few 
early, full-fowered yuccas. Beyond were 
the fruitful orchards of apple and black 
cherry, the cherry trees, with their tall, up- 
right branches crowned with thick tufts of 
leaves, looking much like companies of 
mounted Hussars, 

But however veiled with dull cloud the 
white mountain peaks might remain through 
the day, coyly resisting the coaxing efforts 
of the light, every night, without exception, 
one or the other of them would cast aside 
the pretense of modesty and stand forth in 
beautiful directness to take the farewell 
caress of the lover-sun—a lover as impartial 
as he was ardent. 3 

Then at last came the morning when, as 
Sis Ann naively expressed it, “all the clouds 
had dropped off the mountains.” I was out 
of doors at 6:30 o'clock, having somehow 
apprehended the crystalline beauty of the 
new day even before fully awake.

What a wonderful world I found awaiting 
me! It made me want to be all alone in it, 
communing only with my own spirit and 
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those kindred few whom distance can never 
keep far away. Everything in me sang for 
a joy in things hoped for, an evidence of 
things not seen. The mountains rose 
proudly in the incomparable beauty of snow- 
mantied blue, the cold, pure loveliness of 
their heights lifting the very soul of the 
spectator to a place of inarticulate rapture. 
San Gorgonio was massive and serene, San 
Jacinto more beautiful in outline and dra- 
matically aspiring. Above San Gorgonio's 
blue shoulder I saw, fer the first time, the 
startlingly white peak of San Bernardino 
peering, and, for the first time, far to the 
west, the entire Cucamonga range, with San 
Antonio (Old Baldy) looming most wonder- 
fully above the leaser snowy peaks. 

Such a morning as it was! A material in- 
terruption like breakfast seemed an almost 
insupportable intrusion. I only wanted to 
stand where every view was unobstructed 
and fill my eyes with looking, from the 
glistening, rain-wet greenness and golden- 
ness below to the gleaming, sun-warmed 
whiteness above, with the brown and violet 
intervals of mountain slope between, and 
the over-reaching, tender blue of the April

But ah, how soon that crystalline beauty 
was changed by the gathering of faint 
clouds here and there behind the moun- 
tains'—changed only, however, not obliter- 
ated, or even marred. Light and shade 
played delicately over the immediate land. 
scape, and the far Cucamongas became «0 
‘involved with white cloud that I almost for- 
got they were mountains at all. But there 
was Warmth abroad, and the poppies were 
all a-chine, so that it was only a tenderness 
as of unshed tears which tempered the bril- 
liancy of the sunlight. It made me think. 
as such days always do, of those lines of 
Shakespeare's, which are among the most 
exquisite in our entire heritage of poetry:

The uncertain glory of an April day!” 

How true it is, in this incomplete, finite 
existence, that all our glory is uncertain. 
shifting. and evanescent, like April sun- 
shine. Loves and faiths which endure are 
with us, like the unchangeable spirit and 
potency of spring itself, but across the sur- 
face of them is a play of mood, of circum- 
stance, and of unavoidable temporal muta. 
tion, making the light and shade which 
serve, after all, only to intensify the variety 
of that joy and privilege we cal] living. 

So, thouch San Antonio had been re. 
ceived tInto the clonds, away from my short. 
sighted vision. San Gorgonio and San Ja- 
cinto still revealed themselves to me part of 
the time, and the poppies with the «un 
wrapped in their silken hearts were clus- 
tered in myriads around my feet.

The smallest amount of 
energy used by any household for the full 
five months was 382 kilowatt hours, and the 
largest 1082 kilowatt hours. In addition to 
using electric cooking, every household in 
the village is supplied with other electric 
household appliances, and one of the vil- 
lagers has placed seventy-five 15-kilowatt 
lamps in his yard to be used for decorative 
purposes at socia! affairs.

The name that the Greeks gave to the 
strait means &@ passage or crossing for cat- 
tle—Oxford is the exact English equivalent 
for Bosporus. Did they so name it because | 
agricultural knowledge there crossed from 
Asia into Europe, or because the Phrygians 
crossed there when the oracle told them to 
follow a route that one of their oxen would 
take if driven to the water?

Could any name have more sig- 
nificance’? Particularly is it of happy omen 
to Seward—to Seward, whose townsite was 
first occupied by a woman; to Seward, the 
long-waiting; to Seward, whose two lines of 
rust reached vainly toward the interior; to 
Seward, with its rival, Cordova, boasting of 
its operated railroad—for to Seward, on Res- 
urrection Bay, has come Resurrection Day! 

When the town was platted in 1905, hopes 
“an high. Then blight fell. Seward lan- 
guished. Rosy dreams became nightmares. 
Grass grew between the track rails; bridges 
were neglected, landslides symbolized over- 
whelming odds. 

In the meantime railroads were required 
to pay government taxes. Failure to pay 
involved, for those disintegrating rails run- 
ning from Seward to Nowhere, a daily in- 
debtedness of $7200. Those who financed 
the road didn’t pay the tax and tried to “for- 
get it.” 

After regular train service was abandoned 
the citizens of Seward established a “gaso- 
lme fund” and ran a trolley line at irregular 
intervals to Mile 72.

A 
pitiful few clung to the town, playing the 
game of Nip and Tuck manfully.

others, was placed on the black list. 

I wish I could forget the sight of that 
sailor boy, drunkenly resisting the man who 
roped him; forget that he was a fine-faced, 
lovable chap. Try to forget him. I don't 
like to think of his mother, nor do I like to 
know that Uncte Sam paid off his men where 
the only place to spend money was in “dead- 
falis” with hags and harpies waiting. 

I spoke about it to one of the officers. He 
said that the boy was a fool. That the sail- 
ors were warned to keep away from the 
saloons. But the lad was so young—and 
there was not any other place to go except 
the “Y.M.C.A.,” with its frayed old papers 
on dusty tables—and he wanted to be a 
man—and he didn't want to be guyed and 
laughed at.

On the Track and on the Bum. 


At present no railroads in Alaska, except 
the White Pass and Yukon (only twenty 
miles of which is in American territory) get 
anywhere. 

The Copper River and Northwestern, run- 
ning from Cordova 196 miles, serves the 
Guggenheim mines only. The Nome and 
Seward peninsula has 104 miles of track, but 
what service it has consists of dog-teams 
hitched to hand-cars. Nome calis them ‘‘pup- 
mobiles.” The Alaska Northern, now taken 


over by the government, built seventy-two 
miles—and stopped. The Tanana Valley 
trains run forty-five miles, from Tanana to 


estate 


Fairbanks. Sometimes they are on the 
wobbly tracks—and always “on the bum.” 
Three other railroads, two of which are out 
of commission, total twenty-six miles. 

All these roads struggled for life and were 
desperately needed to help men to live. 
Yet—they were taxed $100 per mile per day! 
Canada gave a bonus of $6400 for every mile 
of railroad ber citizens would build! 

Not to be outdone by the government, the 
 smtoreste controlling the Copper River and 
Northwestern Railway are already planning 
to extend their line from Cordova into the 
agricultural districts. This means that 
Alaska will soon have two seaports handling 
through railroad business; that two great 
forces will work concurrently in the ex- 
ploitation of the territory. 

The government road will tap the coal 
fields of Matanuska from the west. The Cop- 
per River road will reach them from the 
east. Seward will draw from the Susitna 


Valley and have as rich a mining district as 


Cordova, and both roads will head at Fair- 
bands. 

Seward was enjoying a ball game when 
the momentous news came after the nine 
lean and hungry years. This may interest 
those who still think of Alaska, in April, as 
still in the throes of blizzards and superla- 
tive cold. Within two weeks additions to the 
town were platted away up in the valley 
among the rugged mountains—isn't it lovely 
to know that Joy comes; and doesn’t it recall

Seward is short on romance and tradition, 
but long on scenery.

TRAMPS I HAVE FED. 
WISH I had kept a tramp diary since 
coming to Southern California. It 
would be a fat volume and a very, very 
human one. A long residence in this 
“tramps paradise” has brought varied and 
abundant experiences with the many frag- 
ments of human wreckage that have di- 
verted themselves from the main stream 
along the coast highway to our invitingly 
convenient bungalow. So trained has my 
ear become that in the height of the season 
| can almost unerringly classify a tramp’s 
rap, and whenever it is possible I send some- 
one else to answer the summons, for the 
doubt persists in lurking in my mental—or 
moral—trecesses, whether to feed or not to 
feed. 

I must confess to this sociological strug- 
gle every time I face a hungry man at my 
kitchen door, and each time the hungry man 
comes out ahead. Theorists insist that in- 
dustry and foresight will keep a man from 
beggary. This is probably true in general, 
but what of the exceptions that you meet 
face to face at your own door? Inefficiency 
may produce a tramp as surely as unthrift, 
and even the wisest of us is subject to hard 
luck. What, then, of the man whom Nature 
has not endowed with either ability or wis- 
dom? If the public authorities could pro- 
vide labor for those who want it a great load 
would be lifted from tender-hearted house- 
wives who find the personal factor a large 
and not easily eliminated one. It is not 
necessary to particularize as to the women, 
either, for at a recent Red Cross sewing 
bee one of our matrons lifted the domestic 
lid long enough to say: “Billy always tells 
me to send those fellows along, but I notice 
that when he goes to the door himself the 
man invariably marches away with his fists 
full. If I chaff him, he looks sheepish and 
says: ‘Well, he was really hungry, and, 
anyway, this fellow wasn't one of the regu- 
lar bums—he was just down on his luck.” 
And over the room there was a perfect cho- 
rus: “That's my husband to a T!” 

The woodpile test is a very good one for 
weeding out the fakers, and the rule at our 
house ig the scriptural injunction: “If a 
man will not work, neither let him eat.” 
Probably this is the reason that we are sel- 
dom overrun with applicants for meals, and 
yet it is surprising how many there are who 
come to us during a year. True, we oOur- 
selves are not wholly responsible for all 
such visitors. A canny, 5-year-old neighbor 
was overheard talking with a tramp one day. 
“No, sir” he was saying, “we can’t give you 
anything, but there's a very kind lady across 
the street who'll feed you, maybe.” And we 
do feed practically all who come asking for 
work. Possibly our experiences have been 
too encouraging to convince us of our folly, 
for during a long sojourn on the California 
Coast Highway there have been surprise 
ingly few instances of the fake or ingrate 
asking us for food and shelter, though our 
neighbors tell endless such tales. Only the 
other day a man rapped at the door of one 
of my friends and humbly but earnestly 
asked for work and food. There was practi 
cally no work for him, but in comvassion 
for his hunger she spread him some bread 
and butter and jelly sandwiches, and said 
casually: “You might split up a little kind- 
ling over there at the pile, if you like.” By 
this time the bread was in his hands and a 
lightning change came over him, “You 
don’t mean to say, lady,” he exclaimed 
scornfully, “that you would ask me to do 
any work for THIS?” “No,” she answered 
with unexpected energy, “I wouldn't for the 
world!” and swiftly snatching the sand- 
wiches away from him she left him to re 
cover from his muttering rage as best he 
might. 

Another episode that has come to my no- 
tice illustrates a tramp-epicure’s satiric hu- 
mor. He called at three kitchen doors 
along his route, and at each door he was 
given a handout in a paper bag. Shortly 
afterward the rural carrier going by noted 
these same lunches intact on the mail boxes. 

Just now I can recall only one personal 
experience with an unappreciative tramp. 
It was too late in the afternoon to give him 
work, but he was humble and pleaded hun- 
ger, and I weakened. But when I offered 
him some good fresh homemade bread and 
butter, he answered cutting: “It don't 


care for any of that,” and slouched off in 
unmistakable ill-humor. 

With very few exceptions our 
for work (sometimes, to be sure/they spec- 
ify a “little” job,) and they ex hearty 
appreciation for their lunch. If they forget 
to mention it we generously remind them 
of it, and it is not often refused. Some- 
times they are embarrassed because recent 
iliness or old age or physical deformity 
makes work out of the question, and a few 
are gently reproachful at even a hint of un- 
willingness on their part. One disgustingly 
lubberly fellow (the word is not pleasant, 
neither was he,) said: “Why, madam, just 
look at my hands—I should like to work, of 
course, but you see I can't. I have been 
working in the oil fields and the acid in the 
oli has poisoned my skin.” Something 
surely was the matter with his puffy fingers, 
but he bore it lightly. He amiably pre- 
ferred sweetened water to coffee with his 
lunch. Just as he was leaving, he casually 
asked for some matches. “And, oh, by-the 
way, could you spare me some white and 
black thread? I have a needle. And when 
you are coming out would you please hand 
me some old newspapers? You see, my 
bundle is in need of new wrappings.” His 
friendly confidence in me was becoming 
really interesting, but I discreetly gave him 
no more opportunity for further requests. 
Before he finally lumbered off, he carefully 
rinsed his dishes at the well. 


One frequently hears of tramps having 
places marked. I was skeptical about the 
theory until we had what seemed to be a 
real experience. Our charity restaurant 
had been doing an unusually heavy business 
one week. Odd jobs were becoming scarce 
on the place and the beans were running 
low in the pot when matters reached a cli- 
max one morning. A  carefully-dressed 
young man appeared at the kitchen door and 
almost embarrassed me by repeating the 
usual formula: “Good morning, lady; 
would you be kind enough to give me a little 
something to eat? I am very hungry——” 
and so forth. To my question about work 
he readily assented, and was soon swinging 
a hoe willingly if not very skillfully. In 
about half an hour another rap summoned 
me to face the real article, a man I had no 
difficulty in classifying; and he was given a 
place at the woodpile, while the supply of 
simmering breakfast stuff was doubled. 
Just as number one was reaping the reward 
of his toil a third applicant arrived, but he 
readily agreed to excuse me from furnish- 
ing him breakfast when I explained the situ- 
ation. A bit of eavesdropping confirmed 
me in my unwilling suspicion that they 
were three of a migratory gang, bound to- 
gether by unfathomable tramp ties. When 
they were gone we examined the drive en- 
trance and removed some sprays of green 
that happened to be lying there, and for sev- 
eral weeks we had no more tramps. 

The lull was finally broken when late one 
afternoon, hearing a rapping inside the 
screen porch, I encountered a stranger very 
much within our gates and inquired what 
he wanted. He seemed humbly surprised at 
my cool courtesy and clearly had no inten- 
tion of trespassing, so I thawed. He stated 
his case, the usual one of hunger and un- 
employment, and asked for work without be- 
ing reminded. He was pale and hollow- 
eyed, but made no reference to his physi- 
cal condition until I took him to the wood- 
pile, when he merely asked for a saw in- 
stead of an ax because he had had hemor- 
rhages and the steadier motion would be 
easter for him. He was grit all through, 
and in the morning after a bed on the hay 
he sawed more wood and went away after 
breakfast invoking the richest of divine 
favor upon us. This is only one of numer- 
ous like experiences that have made it seem 
well worth our while to feed tramps. 

Another visitor, and a timely one ina 
community when a day-laborer is sometimes 
dificult to get, was an old son of Ireland, 
making his way over a thousand miles up 
the coast to spend his declining years with 
a married daughter. He was a gardener by 
“profession,” and he worked from sun-up till 
dark for a week putting our weed-ridden 
garden in such exquisite order that the 
mere memory of it shames its normal con- 
dition. The work we had bargained with 
him for was done, but we importuned him 
to stay a few hours longer and clear up one 
last etronghold of disorder. He agreed, and 


extra cash to nis wages, but he grandly re- 
fused it, saying, with a courtly bow: “Ye've 
enough on yer hands, mum, without worryin’ 
over the loike of a bit av a job like this, and 
I'm giad to do it fer ye.” This sudden turn- 
ing of the tables was quite overwhelming, 
and revealed the prince he was at heart. 

One morning it was a case of too many 
cooks, when a man who was breakfasting 
Lunder our arbor was invited to have some 
more coffee. In a few minutes he came 
blithely to the door to have his bow! refilled, 
and I blithely answered that there was no 
more for him. “Oh, excuse me, ma'am,” 
he said apologetically, “I don't need it you 
know, only I wouldn't have guiped the 
other down so quick if I'd ‘a’ known there 
wasn't no more.” 


We must confess to one bit of real folly. 
Ome day a tall man with a soldierly bearing, 
neatly dressed, revealing a crown of beauti- 
ful white hair as he lifted his cap in greet- 
ing, appeared at our side door about the 
middie of the afterndon and politely asked 
if he might have some supper and a night's 
lodging. Habit brought the work question 
to my lips, but I couldn’t put it to one so 
evidently out of his sphere, assuring my- 
self that the little inn in the village was 
probably full and he was relying upon pro- 
verbial California hospitality. In the morn- 
ing he would ask us what he owed us and 
we would grandly refuse to consider so tri- 
fling a matter. A comfortable bunk-house 
at the rear of the bungalow was placed at 
his disposal, and, after asking for the daily 
paper he made himself at home. His only 
baggage was a small rectangular box about 
a foot and a half long and perhaps twelve 
inches in its other dimensions, which we 
“hefted” on the sly and found to be heavy, 
containing books, we opined. Morning 
came, and common courtesy demanded that 
breakfast also should be forthcoming. 
Then, while the cool of the new day was 
still fresh over the mountains and ocean, 
our visitor picked up his bundle and gravely 
thanking us for our hospitality, resumed 
his journey. It had all been done so easily, 
so unexpectedly, that we could only blink at 
the suddenness of it and poke fun at our- 
selves for being duped. But when, just ten 
weeks later, our friend appeared a second 
time and the same little drama was enacted 
over again, the humor of the situation began 
to dawn on us and we played the host roy- 
ally. Thereafter every three or four months 
our mysterious prince, as we styled him, 
came walking up the drive about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, deposited his bundle on 
the bunk-house platform and asked for the 
paper, reigning grandly for such time as he 
saw fit. Once he was with us for five days, 
but usually twenty-four hours was his limit. 
He talked but little about himself, and would 
give only a fictitious name, saying the fam- 
ily in the old country must not be burdened 
with owning him. His courtly manner, gen- 
tle speech and careful appearance, coupled 
with the strange mode of life he affected, 
cast a halo of romantic mystery about him 
that hasn't yet lost ite charm, though many 
months have passed since we have seen him, 
and we wonder if he has made his last trip. 

Another of our steadies, though far less 
romantic, is Italian George. He is a 
slightly-bent, shabbily-dressed, grizzled old 
fellow with tatty hair and beard and a smil- 
ing gray eye that is shy only until he is sure 
of his ground. Then it beams all its sun- 
shine. For a number of years he has not 
failed to present himself at our door annu- 
ally, sometimes oftener, and instead of re- 
senting the imposition, we have found our 
selves anticipating his visits by postponing 
certain tasks against his coming. He never 
performs his work rapidly, but it is always 
sure, and his shy, pleased “Thank you” for 
whatever we see fit to spare him from the 
larder amply repays our foolish efforts. 
Sometimes he is with us for only a meal, 
and again it will be for days if there is an 
especially tough or lengthy job on hand. 
Never in a hurry, but with no disposition to 
tarry unduly, he makes his leisurely way up 
and down the coast, now in the ofl fields 
and later in the orange groves. We have 
never learned what governs his moves. It 
must be an innate impulse, and when it 
says “Go,” he obeys. Though George can 
hardly be called a gentleman, yet be it re- 
corded that he travels “dressed up,” and 
when he works it is in his “old” clothes. It 
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took us some time to make the discovery. 

One of our most frankly self-acknowl- 
edged cases of unthrift came to us one 
morning in the person of an attractive, stal- 
wart young fellow with a ruddy skin and a 
clear eye, well-dressed in a complete outing 
suit, Even his hands showed careful keep- 
ing.

WE ARE ONE. 


“Berlin should know now,” said a 
Cabinet offiter today, “that we are 
one people. I am proud of the self- 
control we have displayed. There has 
been no rioting. no attacks upon 
German sympathizers. We have been 
quiet, but determined. This is a 
more dangerous temper than hysteri- 
cal outbursts would have shown. 
Germany undoubted)y understands 
the serious, definite. decided pur- 
pose of all the people of the United 
States to back the President in ob« 
taining compliance with the demands 
presented by Mr. Gerard. It is like- 
ly the allies al«o will take notice of 


and insist upon our rights. I leok 
for a more respectful attitude on the 
part of the belligerents tn the future.” 


SINCE THE LUSITANIA. 


Another development which has not 
escaped the attention of the authori- 
ties is the fact that since the sinking 
of the Lusitania there has been ao 
further attacks upon passenger-car- 
rying ships. It is evident that the 
Berlin government Was as horrified by 
the consequences of the submarine at- 
tack on the Lusitania as was the 
United States and the rest of the 
world. There is little doubt that the 
Berlin note will attempt to palliate 
the disaster by the aasertion that it 
was believed from the statements of 
the Cunard Company that the wa- 


tried to disperse them, and several on 
both sides were wounded. 


DENT IS MISSING: 
MAIN NOT TO INTERVENE. 


Wie Paris) May 16.—The

the Madrid correspondent of the Ha- 
vas Agency. 

The Havas Agency has received a 
dispatch from adrid saying that no 
more trains are arriving at Alcantara, 
the last Spanish station near the Por- 
tuguese frontier. Even officials of 
the railroad line running from Portu- 
gal to Spain find it impossible to get 
news, telephonic communication being 
entirely interrupted. 

A Havas dispatch from Madrid says 
it is offically reported that the bom- 
bardment of Lisbon by the mutinous 
warships resulted in great e, 
many persons being killed.

WHAT THE PRESIDENT SAID. 
Here is what the President sald: 
“This government has already 
taken occasion to inform the imperial 
German government that it cannot 
admit the adoption of such meas- 
ures or such a warning of danger to 
operate as in any degree an abbre- 
viation of the rights of American 
shipmaster« or of American citizens 
bound on lawful errands ag passen- 
gers on merchant ships of belliger- 
ent nationality; and that it must hold 
the imperial German government to 
a etrict accountability for any in- 
fringement of those rights, intention- 
al or unintentional. 

The President further said: 
“Manifestly, submarines cannot be 
used against merchantmen as the 
last few weeks have shown, without 
an inevitable violation of many sa- 
cred principles of justice and human- 
ity. 

“American citizens act within their 
indisputable rights in taking their 
ships and in traveling wherever their 
legitimate business calls them upon 
the high seas, and exercise those 
rights in what should be the well- 
justified confidence that their lives 
will not be endangered, done in clear 
violation of universally acknowledged 
international obligations and certain- 
ly in the confidence that their own 
government will sustain them in he 
exercise of their rights.” 

The fact is not lost sight of that 
the President in drafting the note 
had in mind the cessation of an in- 
human practice. It was not alone 
the question of lives of American 
passengers which concerned him: it 
was the impossibility of noncom- 
batant life being safe as against sub- 
marine operations. It was this fea- 
ture of the note which rang 
throughout the civilized world, which 
assured neutral support of the Amer- 
fjean attitude. For him to relinquish 
the demand for the limitation of 
submarine operations to warship at- 
tack. would be to alienate the sym- 
pathy of neutral nations for the 
question. then would narrow down to 
the protection of American citizens.

It is regarded as highly unfortu- 
nate that the instructions to Mr. Ger- 
ard should have been handled in the 
way adopted. It was the desire of 
the President that the note should 
reach Mr. Gerard and be read by 
him to the Minister for Foreogn Af- 
Yaira before its publication, especial- 
ly in the English newspapers. Mr. 
Bryan did not consult the experi- 
enced officials of the Department of 
State regarding the matter. He su- 
perintended himself the work of en- 
ciphering the instructions and placed 
the messages on the cables. Then 
he gave the note to the press asso- 
ciations for publication at a certain 
hour. Aside from a misunderstand- 
ing which resulted in an earlier pub- 
lication in London than Mr. Bryan 
Intended: the delay in the transmis- 
sion of the cipher message prevented 
Mr. Gerard receiving it until last 
inight. He cabled Mr. Bryan that at 
7 p.m. Friday he had not received‘ 
the communication. In the mean- 
time the newspapers of London and 
Bertin had received the note and 
published it. and some of the Eng- 
lish comments reached Berlin before 
Mr. Gerard saw the Foreign Minis- 
ter. This unintentional! discourtesy 
caused considerable irritation in Ger- 
man official circles, where the pub- 
lication prior to delivery was re- 
garded as evidence of a purpose to 
create public opinion. An explana- 
tion of the matter has been cabled 
to Mr. Gerard. He will offer it to 
the German Foreign Office.

Tt is no use to talk of raising a very 
large standing army in the United 
States. An army of a size to compare 
in any way. with tte foreign armies 
would involve conscription. And con- 
scription is not to be thought of. 
Americans would never stand for it. 
Too many of them came over here 
from Europe for the special purpose 
of escaping conscription. As a politi- 
cal possibility, the standing army 
could be raised to 256,000 men, but 
that is about the limit. 
Various schemes have been sug- 
gested to supplement this force by a 
second line capable of immediare 
mobilization. George H. Maxwell.

The events of this war have shown 


most pressing national need. It seems 


 Seastbie, practical substitute for our 
National Guard which is a miserable 
military subterfuge; the militia of- 
ficers do the best they can, but the 
system is fatally defective. 
In addition to increasing the size of 
the army, we should demand of Con- 
gress that it “loosen up.” An adey uate 
supply of ammunition should be pro- 
vided; «a aeroplane corpse 
should be organized and money 
enough provided to induce aeroplane 
designers to take an interest. 
More cadets should be allowed to 
get West Point training. I can't see 
why our military acatiemy should not 
be made a great national university, 
where all the boys able to meet its 
stiff! physical and mental require- 
ments could be educated. This would 
give us, in civil occupations, an im- 
mense reserve of trained officers. 
RAILROAD MANAGEMENT. 
In addition to these points, it would 
be an important benefit to the mili- 
tary resources of this country if there 
were some system whereby any er ell 
sraliroad systems could be taken over 
by the army in a flash. If we are to 
have a small army, it must have great 
mobility. It must Be able to get to 
any threatened coast line before an 
invader can get a foothold, This in- 
volves a highly-developed military 
railroad system.’ The present system 
of shipping soldiers like oranges, with 
the railroad people as the virtual dic- 
tators of the situation, is ineffective. 
In Germany, when war breaks out, 
the civilian ratiroad officials hand 
over the office keys to the military 
raliroad officials; the latter have their 
complete working forces and time ta- 
oles, With one word, the civilian 
railroad begins running on a military 
achedule. 
OUR DOCAL NEEDS. 


The particular needs of Southern 
California involve a dig army post 
near Los Angeles—somewhere around 
Inglewood. The forts now butiding 
at San Pedro are almost worthiem as 
a means of defending our coast line. 
Gen. Homer Wea stated that the land- 
ing place of an invader would be at 
Santa Monica—not San Pedro. Gen. 
Lea believed that. @nce taken by an 
enemy, Southern California could 
never be won back. This section can 
only be entered by the two moun- 
tain passes—the Cajon and Tehache- 
pi. To recapture Southern California, 
our army would have tw lay siege to 
these two passes, the only approach 
to either of which is over a desert, 
where it would be almost impossible 
to maintain troops for a continuous 
or long-drawn-out military operation. 
Our one hope in Southern California 
is in a strong mobile force jo consist 
of tnfantry, cavelry and artillery 
with an efficient foree of seroplane 
scouts out at sea and a strong flotilla 
of submarines, having their base at 
San Pedro to destroy the approach- 
ing transports of the enemy. 

At the firet of this article. ft was 
stated that the business man, the 
school teacher and the bulletin gos- 
“iper can al! help in our national de- 
fense. 

The schoo! teacher should teach the 
true facts of our nation’s history, and 
also stop “knocking” miflitary train- 
ing. In many of our schools, there 
has been a tendency to decry military 
drill as something ferocious and dis- 
graceful. 

One of the High Scheol student 
newepapers recentiy published an edi- 
torial piously econgratulatiug itself 
that military drill was not permitted 
to pollute the schodl. Upon investi- 
gation, every school teacher will find 
ont that the moral, physical and men- 
tal benefits of military drill are of 
the highest. 

Business men can help our de- 
fenses by ceasing to besiege Congress 
to erect naval stations «and military 
"oats where they are not needed Tor 
the “benefit of business.” The army 
officers should be allowed t Goen- 
struct our defenses where they are 
needed without regard to the fise in 
real estate values or the market for 
hay. 

Lastly. the gossiper on the street 
and the Fourth of July orator and 
banquet telker can help the most of 
oN by not talking any more about 
“how we whivped them in 1776 and 
can do it again.”

PUTS HOSPITAL 


IN FIRST RANK, 


Great Public Plant for War 
Upon White Plague. 


Acme of Modern Science at 
County Institution, 


Addition will Cost Quarter of 
a Million Dollars. 


Two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars’ worth of buildings, all of 
them fireproof and germproof, to 
be used exclusively in the treatment 
of tuberculosis patients, are to be 
erected in the near future on a beau- 
tiful knoll adjoining the County Hos- 
pital. Plans for the structures are 
complete and an effort will be made 
to have them ready for occupancy be- 
fore the rainy season starts next 
year. 

When these bulldings are finished, 
Los Angeles county will be second to 
no community in the world in the 
matter of combatting the great white 
plague. In fact, Supt. Whitman of 
the County Hospital declares it doubt- 
ful whether there is another public 
institution anywhere that can be com- 
pared with what that institution will 


News of the proposed project has 
spread throughout the country and 
the keenest interest is being taken in 
it by the medical fraternity in all 


centers of population. When 


big 
the American Medical Association, 


American Hogpital Association and 
American Nurses’ Association hold 4 
joint convention in San Francisco 
next month they will devote much 
of their time to study and discus- 
sion of the Los Angeles county plan 
for taking care of the victims of tv- 
berculosis. 

While the open-air or heliotheraphy 
method is common in the treatment 
of tubercular patients there are fe 
public institutions sufficiently equippe 
for successful operation. The plans 
adapted for this county's proposed 
buildings apparently omit nothing to 
be desired in the application of helio- 
theraphy treatment. - 

YEARS OF STUDY. . 

Supt. Whitman is responsible for 
the contemplated improvement to the 
hospital. Lack of room at the in- 
stitution for the proper care of tu- 
bercular patients first set him to 
thinking of a plan to remedy the con- 
ditions and after several years of 
deep, careful study he has evolved the 
plan which he thinks will solve the 
problem and eventually eradicate the 
tuberculosis evil. 

After he worked out the plan, Supt. 
Whitman took the matter up with 
the Board of Supervisors, through 
which the money for the erection of 
the buildings must come. The mem- 
bers listened attentively to his plea, 
but gave him no definite answer un- 
til he prepared for théir inspection a 
miniature model, showing to the 
minutest detail the plan. 

This model,’ built by county archi- 
tects, is a remarkable piece of me- 
chanical effort. It represents but one 
of the group of six sections but is 
so complefe in every particular that 
it ie not difficult for one to magnify 
it and imagine it the finished builld- 
ing. The furniture of each room and 
ward is given, from cots to wash 
basins and the like. The floor plan 
is vividly shown, but no more so 
than the roof, which will be con- 
structed of metal, glass and screen. 
Even the buttons to be pushed when

Property Owners will be A ssessed for Failure to Keep 
Vacant Spaces in Order—Warnings Sent Out that the 


Summer Cleanup is About to Commence—Ins pectors 
Divide City to Check Ugliness.

This warning was issued from the 
Board of Public Works yesterday 
when the summer weed crew was 
made up and assigned to nine inspe: - 
tion districts covering the entire city. 
The work its under the direction of 
Assistant Engineer A. C. Hansen. 

Notices will be served on erring 
property owners beginning tomorrow. 


Where weeds grow rank on vacant 
lots the property owner will be noti- 


fied to clean them off on penalty of 
having the work done by the city at 
the rate of 8 cents a front foot. 

Where terraces have broken down 
and the dirt covered sidewalks, 
property owners will also be notified 
and unless the dirt is removed the 
city’s force will do it at a cost of 10 
cents a front foot. 

The established scale of cost of lot 
cleaning is outlined in an ordinance 
just passed by the Council. Last year 
the City cleaned lots and charged the 
property owners the actual cost of the 
work. In many ineeances the work 
was expensive and the charge was 
never the same for two different lota. 
This caused considerable complaint, 
with the result that a flat rate has now 
been fixed by ordinance. 

Inspectors will cruise around their 
designated districts from now on and 
any vacant lot that has grown rank 
with weeds will be noted. The prop- 
erty-owner will be found and served 
with a notice. If no attention is paid 
to the notice, the city’s gang willl ap- 
pear shortly and off will go the 
weeds, off will go the dirt and rubbish 
and the lot will be made to look real 
attractive. 

A force of fifty-four men, nine 
teams, three clerks and three fore- 
men, will constitute the lot-cleaning 
brigade for the city. This organiza- 
tion will handle all notices, will take 


all tips from inspectors, and will do

took the hint and got out on the va- 
cant lots with shovels and hoes and 
made a clean-up that changed the 
appearance of a great area of land, 
brightened wild spots in many a 
neighborhood, and gave the appear- 
ance of a spotless town. 

The city lot-cleaning brigade cleaned 
2028 lots and it cost the property 
owners $11,268.39, or a bit more than 
$5 per lot. The weed tax was placed 
on the annual tax bill and the money 
was collected. 

The city was divided into eight 
districts for inspection purposes, but 
as the work has.grown heavily an- 
other district was added and more 
inspectors put on the joo to keep tab 
on the untidy lots. 

The lot-cleaning w does not ap- 
ply to lots covered only with weeds, 

ut to all lots whereon there are un- 
sightly piles of rubbish, garbage or 
wood and boxes. Downtown alleys 
and back yards will come in for a 
searching inspection, as well as the 
lot far out im the residence section 
where the mustard weed grows high 
and the seed blows over on to the 
neighbor's lawn. 

Because of the educational value of 
the weed tax, city officials estimate 
that there will be more than five 
property owners who will heed the 
notices this year to one who does not. 
That was the rule during the year 
just ended. 

To enhance the work of the weed 
squad those who live upon property 
adjoining unsightly vacant lots are 
expected, as a protection to their 
lawns and out of civic pride, to notify 
the Board of Public Works, weed de- 
partment, of all delinquents, so that 
notices may be served before the seeds 
begin to fly and before the weeds 
grow to such a height that the light

What, Again? 
TUNNEL GRAFT 
CHARGE MADE. 


Engineer's Office Digs into 
Broadway Bore. 


Walls Said to Fall Short of 
Specifications, 


Board of Works Orders Re- 
port Immediately. 

Charges of graft in the construc- 
tion of the Broadway tunnel, now fit- 
teen years old, are being investigated 
by Chief Deputy City Engineer Han- 
sen, upon instructiong from the Board 
of Public Works. 

The charges were laid before the 
board by Commissioner O’Brien, to 
whom they were originally made. 
Mr. O’Brien 4id not make any charges, 
but merely asked that certain phases 
of the construction work of the tun- 


nel be investigated, and if the investi- 
gation bears out the charges that are 
made to him, action be taken at once. 

The matter now under investigation 
relates to certain alleged skimping in 
the concrete base of the tunnel walls. 


| The Engineer's office is working on 


the theory that the two walls, 750 feet 
long, are one foot shorter in depth 
than the specifications call for and in 
some instances two feet narrower. 

In other words, engineers are trying 
to ascertain whether a strip of con- 
crete one foot deep and five and a half 
feet wide has beefi left off the foun- 
dation. If this is true, it can be shown 
that about $7000 worth of concrete 
called for in the specifications did not 
go into the tunnel construction. 

Homer Hamlin, now City Engineer, 
and then chief deputy, was in charge 
of the work. As usual, he refrained 
from discussing the matter. . 

Robert Beyrle was the contractor 
who bullt the tunnel and the contract 
price paid by the city was $83,074. 
The tunnel was built in 1900. 

ALLEGED SKIMPING. 

The discovery that there is an al- 
leged skimping tn the work was made 
when the present contractors engaged 
in lowering the floor of the tunnel cut 
Imto the concrete in order to build 
an auxiliary wall beneath the present 
foundations. 


Chief Deputy Hansen was unable 
inform members of the Board of Pu 
Ne Works yesterday that there is a 
shortage in the original. work. but he 
go on reviewed in a re 
to the board tomorrow. _— 

The original specifications called for 
a foundation of concrete five and a 
half feet wide. In some places where 
the present workmen have cut into 
the wall, they have discovered no 
more than four and a half feet and 
in some instances only four feet. 

Commissioner O’Brien was notified 
of the discrepancy and immediately 
calle? the matter to the attention of 
the board. Chief Deputy Hansen said 
that his department had learned of 
some discrepancies in the tunnel, but 
that no investigation had been made. 

OTHER TUNNEL SCANDALS. 

In view of the fact that the Third- 
street tunnel was constructed with 
scandal attachment and that the Hill- 
street tunnel construction developed «a 
scandal growing out of the subsetitu- 
tion of enamel-tile facing for glazed 
brick, the more recent discovery of a 
poasible scandal in the North Broad- 
way tunnel has created a sensation in 
City Hall circles. 

An investigation of the records is 
being made to ascertain ff the con- 
tractor on the original work made a 
refund to the city for any changes in 
the specifications. If a refund was 
made, there will be no further discus- 
sion of the shortage, inasmuch as the 
city cannot be the loser. 

If, on the other hand, it develops 
that the present contractor engaged 
in the lowering will be ¢ompelled to 
put $7000 worth of additional concrete 
into the work, there will be no way 
for the money to be paid except out of 
the city funds, as an assessment dis-

Bome Comments on Beethoven 


Masterpiece, Which is to be Given 
its Western Premi¢re Here this 
Week—Passing Eyents in the Lo- 
cal Musical World and Elsewhere. 


BY EDWIN F. SCHALLERT. 


Tomorrow afternoon at Clune’s Au- 
ditorium the first rendition of Bee- 
thoven's Ninth, or Choral, Symphony, 
im Los Angeles will be given by the 
Symphony Orchestra and a chorus 
composed of members of the Ellis and 
Lyric clubs. The work will be pro- 
duced under the baton of Adolf Tand- 
ler, and the soloists for the occasion 
will be Mrs. Robert Smith, soprano; 
Mre. lL. J. Selby, soprano; Roland 
Paul, tenor, and Clifford Lott, bari- 
tone. Incidentally, this will be the first 
presentation of the Beethoven chef 
d’oeuvre in the West. It will be re- 
peated Tuesday evening. 

Musically the Choral Symphony— 
one of the most difficult works to ren- 
der adequately—is regarded as among 
the Very greatest achievements in the 
world of art. Richard Wagner, who 
sought to leave no word unsaid re- 

ing esthetics of his time, never 
fied to point to it as a supreme 
musical masterpiece in his critical 
writings. There were times in his en- 
thuatasm over its wenderful

History Note. 
The Ninth 
ed early in the last century, and ap- 
ed as Opus 125. It is in the key of 
minor. 

It was first performed May 7, 1824, 
and met with scclaim on the part 
of the audience, who, although very 
appreciative, bly grasped little 
of ite real musical valve. 

The preparations for the first per- 
formance were attended with no lit- 
tle “squabbling,” (as one of Beethov- 
en's friends characterized it,) between 
the master and his immediate aasoci- 
ates. Disagreements arose over prac- 
tically every phase of the production, 
and it proved almost impossible to sat- 
isfy the composer's wishes. Itywas any- 
thing but a joyful prelude to the giv- 
ing of the “ to Joy.” which comes 
in the last movement, and it finds 
something of a counterpart in that 
“torment” which Wagner discovers in 
the first three movements of the work. 

Beethoven was the first composer to 
introduce a chorus in a classic sym- 
phony to heighten the effect. Wagner 
ascribes this innovation to a 
natural outgrowth, due to the fact that 
the orchestra itself speaks with a 
voice. It was but a step, therefore, 
to the adding of the human voice to 
secure a greater appeal. The innova- 
tion, however, drew forth a great deal 
of criticiem in its time. | 

The symphony is scored for the full 
orchestra of Beethoven's time, trom- 
bones being added in the second and 
last movements. The spirit of noble- 
ness and grandeur of a high order 
fe maintained throughout, but never 
minus that simplicity of style for 
which Beethoven is justly famed. 

The first movement, aliegro, is espe- 
cially grand. The second is written at 
a breakneck tempo. The andante is of 
impenetrable beauty and depth, while 
the final movement. with its chorus, 
is the apotheosis of symphonic writ- 


fle the English version of the 
“Ode to Joy,” or “Ode to Freedom,” as 
it ie sometimes called, is slightly im- 
perfect. owing to the translator's de- 
sire to be faithful to the German text 
of Schiller, the following stanza ex- 
emplifies rather forcefully the general 
spirit of the song of freedom: 
“He that’s had the best good fortune, 

To his friend and friend to be, 

He that’s won a noble woman, 

Let him join our Jubilee. 
Ay, and who a single other 

Soul on earth can call its own. 
But let him who ne'er achieved it 

Steal away in tears alone.” 

There are two significant things 
about the coming performance of the 
work, one being that it is within a 
decade of marking the hundredth an- 
niversary of the first rendition in Vien- 
na, and is again within the correspond- 
ing month, and second, that the “Ode 
to Joy” which elevates the standard 
of the universal brotherhood of man, 
je particularly pertinent in connection 
with the unsettled political conditions 
of the world.

SCIENTISTS, EDUCATORS. 

Dr. Edward Kidder Graham, who 
has been installed as president of the 
University of North Carolina, the old- 
est State-supported university in the 
United States, is a native of North 
Carolina and a graduate of the uni- 
versity. He graduated from Colum- 
bia in 1902, was called to the Uni- 


versity of North Carolina in 1908 as 
professor of English, and over a year 
ago was elevated to the position of 
acting president. He is well known 
for his magazine articles and public 
addresses. 


After more than forty years of serv- 
lee, Prof. Ira O. Baker has resigned 
as head of the University of Illinois 
civil engineering department. He has 


been succeeded, it was announced to- |

lamation Service. Dr. Newell, who 
was one of the founders of the serv- 
ice, has been itn the employment of 
the government for twenty-six years. 


Prof. Koeplin Ravn, who ts sald to 
be the greatest authority on the com- 
positions of solle in Europe, arrived 
in New York from Copenhagen last 
week on the steamship Helig Olav. 
He comes at the invitation of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and will lec- 
ture In a number of American univer- 
sities on Danish farming methods. 

Dr. Mazyck P. Ravenel of St. Louls, 
director of the department of preven- 
tive medicine at the University of 
Missouri, paid his respects to eugenics 
at the seventieth annual meeting of the 
Ohio State Medical Association, at the 
Gibson yesterday afternoon. He said 
eugenics is “slush.” “I never have 
gone the eugenic way,” said the dis- 
tinewished physician. “I disapprove 
absolutely of the vast wave of slush 
that has swept over the country. Medi- 
cal men, I am glad to say, have never 
come out as a body for this theory. 
The eugenical leaders have been s0- 
cial workere and clergymen, who 
thought they were floating on the 
wave of something that was bound 
to prove popular.” 


The French Institute has announced 
that the Osiris prize, which amounts 
to $36,000, because no award was 
made in 1912, has been awarded chief- 
ly for discoveries in medicine. Dra.

The girl had gone to see Paviowa 
dance five years ago and she said in 
the letter written a year afterward, 
that somehow the happiness of the 
dancer was communicated to herself.

She has her 
rest and her joy in all cities. Her art 
requires no language. It is its own 
interpreter, This opens the gateway 
of welcome to her in every land. Her 
coming and her going ig like that of 
the migratory bird, seeking the 
marshes of the south in the winter 
and the fragrant highlands of the 
north when the softer seasons come. 

This happy fluttering hither and 
thither of the swan and the butterfly 
and the dancer is not restlessness, 
Paviowa reckons the growth of a peo- 
ple somewhat by their patience. She 
is constructive in her kindly critictam

For this reason all 
of her programmes in this country 
give snatches from her repertoire and 
are never coffined to any one per- 
sistent expression of her art. 

She thinks that as yet America has 
no established school of the interpre- 
tative dance for the reason that the 
American mind has not begun to take 
ite art seriously. The very fact that 
the motion picture has taken the hold 
which it has upon the American pub- 
lie is a proof to her that it would not 
be profitable for her to attempt at 
this time to introduce her longer dra- 
matic ballets. 

By the way, Paviowa says that the 
motion picture will not permanently 
interfere with the spoken, or what is 
commonly called the “legitimate” 
drama. She says that the two arts 
are entirely separate and one cannot 
possibly take the place of the other. 
Just at present the motion picture 
business is operating as a serious 
drawback to the legitimate stage, but 
she thinks that the people will soon 
become educated to a much better un- 
derstanding of the wide difference be- 
tween the two arts and will realize 
their great need of both. She herself 
has found pictures a great pleasure, 
but they never eatisfy her when she 
wants the other thing. 

This, you may remember, ts pre- 
cisely the view which Mare Klaw ex- 
pressed to me in an interview only 4 
few weeks ago. 

The picture craze, Paviowa says, is 
another example of American restiess- 
ness, a restlessness, by the way, which 
she thinks will exhibitm sharp reac- 
tion at the conclusion of the present 
war. She would not venture «a4 
prophecy as to when that might be. 
She was in Berlin when it broke out 
and the people there spoke and, nat- 
vrally, thought lightly of it, saying 
that it could not possibly last for more 
than three months. It is now eight 
months and there is nothing to in- 
dicate that Europe will have ap- 
proached the end of the strife, Pav- 
lowa said, when this dreadful year 
shall have been completed. 


Our American restlessness she has 
found manifesting itself in many di- 
rectiona, such as the fury of our dance 
craze and the peculiar uncultured and 
unlovely dances which our people 
have embraced. She contended that 
no one could possibly look graceful 
Going the tango and dances of that 
character and therefore they could not 
find any permanent hold in public fa- 
vor because anything that is ungrace- 
ful cannot hope to endure. Paviowa 
says if you do not look well when 
doing something you will not feel well 
efther and that since dancing is for the 
purpose of expressing happiness peo- 
ple will not continue to dance in a 
way to make them unhappy. 

She found a very great improve- 
ment this year in American dances 
compared with those that were pop- 
ular a year ago, and said that this, 
to her, is a proof that the future of 
the American ballroom dance will not 
rest with vulgar fads, but that state- 
liness and grace will be demanded as 
they were before this craze swept the 
country. 

Paviowa gives a curious reason for 
the beginning of this d its 
wide success. It comes, says, 
from the great social om of 
America. In other countries young 
girls from 17 years to 20 years are 
not seen In the cafes to the extent 
that they are here, and she thinks 
that all of our dizzy dips and glides 
had their origin with the cabarets of 
eur cafes. The people required enter- 
tainment with their meals and what 
they saw the cabaret performers do 
tried to do, and they did do it. 


Dances of cabaret origin found their 
way upon the floors of our ballrooms 
and were improved upon and added to, 
with the result that the ballroom in 
this country lost all of its charm and 

uced itself to a state of athietic 
hysteria. 

Of course, you understand, I am 
inventing some of these terms, al- 
thongh Paviowa has a fair command 
of Finglish herself, and feels so in- 
tensely, and thinks so clearly, that it 
is impossible to misunderstand or mis- 
interpret her so long as one is fair- 
ly honest about the business. 

Americans go in for more ballroom 
dancing than any other people in the 
world, Paviowa says, and she thinks 
they always will. In Russia the peo- 
ple are satisfied if they have one dance 
in a month or two at the very most, 
and in a majority of European coun- 
tries this is the case. 

The fact that the Americans dance 
nearly all the time would naturally 
lead them to make many  experi- 
ments, but the old and simple terms 
of all art are based upon truth and 
no people will ever abandon them for 
any great length of time. The Ameri- 
can ballroom will come back to the 
simpler dances because they are fun- 
damentally correct. 

All of this is very satisfying to me 
in its sanity. How does it strike you? 

Paviowa resents having the pictures 
she has created as settings for her 
ballet dances advertised as futuristic, 
just as I suspected she would. and 
just as I denied they were for her 
in my first criticiem of last week's per- 
formances. She finds nothing satisfy- 
ing in this so-called “new school,” but 
counts it as woefully incomplete and 
insufficient. It is not, to her, life's 
method of preservation and lacks the 
virtue of communicating qualities and 
sustenance. 


The Great Russian danseuse says 


that we Americans must get over be-i 


ing a spollt nation of restiess chil- 
dren and must settle down to method 
and to the patience of that art which 
is always long. 

The Imperial School of Russia, from 
which Paviowa was graduated after 
a seven-year course, was founded 
about 170 years ago, yet it has had 
only a little handful of teachers. The 
first master taught thirty years, the 
second forty, the third fifty, and the 
present teacher has had the position 
for sixty years. 

Now each of these teachers was 
pupil of the former and through this 
succession the traditions of the 
school have been entirely preserved. 
every pupil graduated from this 
school is in possession of all of the 
values of the school’s full career. This 
means thoroughness and cumulative 
production. Pupils of the present day 
have all the good of the earliest in- 
struction and the tliatest. Paviowa 
doubts if such an inetitution can be 
founded and sustained without nation- 
al subsidization and supervision. 

Naturally many young people de- 
sire to enter Ruasia’s Imperial School 
of Drama, Music and Dancing. and 
only a few can be selected. A com- 
mission passes upon the aptitude of 
the applicants and the most likely 
are chosen without regard to social 
caste or political influence, althougn 
preference is given to children of ar- 
tists because it is reckoned that their 
heredity is a golden asset. The chil- 
dren have no expenses whatever the 
seven years they are being trained. 
They are accepted between the ages 
of 9 and 12. After their graduation 
they are required to entertain the 
public in the imperia! theaters, at good 
salaries for twenty years when they 


are retired upon a pension.

Looking Rackward. 

Those more sensitive than we, more 
skilled in interpreting the a 
might perhaps have apprehended the 
. approach of new and great phenom- 
ena d ned to shake all forms of 
art as they shook other, weightier 
human activities. Certainly, both 
art and life have shown strange, 
hysteric symptoms in the last few 
years. The art of painting. we know, 
took a spectacular plunge down a 
blind alley. “No Thoroughfare” was 
written in huge letters over the road 
of the Cubists and Futurists, whom al- 
ready we speak of as in the past! 

It is easy to say now that quite 
three-fifths of the International Ex- 
hibition of two years ago was, 
shriekingly, the kind of creation that 
precedes debacle. A hundred vears 
hence it will be one of the conmmon- 
places of criticism that art went mad 
in the dozen years preceding 1914. 
Some sapient critic will affirm: 

“The sensitiveness of the art-worker 
to the motion of those subtier ethers 
| charged with waves of thought, feel- 
ing, and perhaps nce, was never 
more vividly exhibited than in the 
plight of continenta: art for some 
years preceding the great war. In it, 
as in a mirror, the increasing discord 
of Europe was refiected. 

“The demonstration that discord 
makes for hideousness was complete. 
Certain cliques of painters affirmed 
that it was their affair to penetrate 
to the core of things painted and rep- 
resent their soule: certain others 
claimed it their sole duty to trans- 
cribe in pigments the mental impres- 
sion received from the visible objects 
dealt with. Among the former there 
were a scant two or three . 
truly great, who could, indeed, paint 
and model the soul of things, but the 
work of those who strove to render 
their own mental images only, was 
hysteria made visible. Such few sur- 
vivals of the work of Picasso, Pica- 
bila and their like, as exist, carry the 
jeffect of disintegration #0 far that it 
produces an actual nausea in the be- 
holder. It is as if he saw solid mat- 
ter refusing to cohere in accepted 
shapes, dizzily falling apart into its 
elements. The final suggestion in- 
volved is inevitably that of corrup- 
tion and decay. Disintegration con- 
notes these states as its ultimate.

It would take months to organize 
the semblance of a powerful army, 
years adequately to train it. Yet the 
nations af Europe are less than seven 
days distance from America; and the 
nation of Asia less than thirty days 
distant. The invader, by occupying 
& very small portion of American ter- 
ritory, could practically paralyze our 
effort to arm ourselves. 


Why? Because this fs the age of 
mechanics, and saves Mr. Maxim: 
“Take a map of the United States and 
a pair of compasses, and with one 
point placed on the Hudson River, at 
Peekskill, N. Y., draw a_ circle 
having a radius of 160 miles. 
There will be i ded within that 
circle practically all the ammunition 
and armament works and armor- 
Plate works in the United States. Also 
this circle will include not only New 
York and near-by cities, but also Bos- 
ton, Albany, Syracuse, Philadelphia 
and the most important coal fields of 
Pennsylvania. The conquest of this 
area would not be the work of 
months, or of years, but of only a 
few days, and the thing would be 
done before we had time to mobilize 
the available fighting force we have, 
much less to enlist and train and 
arm a citizen soldiery.” 


WHAT WE NEED. 


Mr. Maxim thinks that our great- 
est defense lies in a strong and ade- 
quate navys The Monroe doctrine 
obligates ug to protect almost the 
whole of a hemisphere. But Con- 
gress has stubborniy refused to fol- 
low the requests and advice of the 
General Board of the navy, whose 
business it is to see that the nation 
is adequately defended. 


“We have,” he says, “only thirty- 
three battleships less than twenty 
years old, eleven of which belong to 
the second line, with four building 
and authorized, which will make 
thirty-seven in all. The General 
Board thinks that we should have 
forty-eight battleships less than 
twenty years old. 

“We have but sixty-eight destroy- 
ers, while the General Board thinks 
that we should have 192 destroyers. 


“The General Board thinks that we 
could squeeze along with a minimum 
of 71,000 men to man our present 
fleet, without taking into account ad- 
ditional trained men needed for sig- 
nal and tactical work on board aux!!- 
lary vessels, and without any provi- 
sions for warships now building. As 
a bare fact we have only 62.300 men. 


needed to man the fleet we have. In 
addition to this, there is a shortage 


the fighting ships that will go into 
commission in 1915 and 1916. Our 
naval experts tell Congress that we 
shall need 60,000 more men for the 
navy as soon as they can be enlisted 
and drilled; but the‘\ears of Congress 
are deaf to the appeal. Yet a whisper 
for a néw postoffice can be heard by 
a Congressman from his home dis- 
trict 1000 miles away. We have only 
7700 men in our naval reserve.” 

It is also pointed out that we have 
mo naval base at Panama, no dock- 
yards, no fuel-ships. but one mine- 
layer. no scout cruisers. 

“Fuel-ships and scouts cannot be 
‘improvised under modern conditions.” 
says Mr. Maxim. “They must be 
ready before war comes. tt is just 
as fallacious to imagine thet we can 
strengthen our navy with improvised 
ships and personne! after war is de- 
clared, and get it in trim to meet a 
modern fleet in the pink of condi- 
tlon of preparedness, as it would be 
for an invalid cripple to imagine that 
he could train and get into condi- 
tion for a victorious fight with a John 
L. Sullivan after entering the ring.”

His secre- 
tary, a gentie and beautiful girl from 
one of the oldest and best families 
of the community, is forced through 
her employer's fault to take a post 
as stenographer in a country village 
thirty miles away, where there is a 
nursing hospital. The chaste in- 
genuity with which Zangwill develops 
this situation is wonderful and one 
cannot help but be divided in sym- 
pathies between the minister, who 
feela himself better able than ever 
before to understand the human 
heart, and preach to those who have 
need of the consolation of a true re- 
ligion, and with this erring minister's 
gentile Puritan wife whose goodness 
is meddlesome but beyond question in 
ite sincerity.

FEATS OF CHEMISTRY. 


Men Can Only Follow Nature at a 
Great Distance, and Only Succeed 
so far as Nature's Laws Permit. 


{Philadelphia Record:}] The com- 
binations which elements make to 
form compounds exemplify the results 
of given and stable laws which the 
chemist discovers, and on which he 
acts when he endeavors to imitate 
mature for commercial or other epds. 
That two atoms of hydrogen and one 
of oxygen go to form water is the 
expression of such laws, just as we 
know that if two atoms of oxygen 
figure in the combination something 
else than water will appear. There 
is a like difference seen in the com- 
position of the powerful acid known 
as vitriol and its less virulent neigh- 
bor, sulphurous acid. 

Throughout all his operations the 
chemist is following on “the trail of 
law.” When he meets with an appar- 
ent exception to a law he knows he 
has stumbled on a further and higher 
degree of nature, and he searches 
for this highest law, just as the 
“freak” in animal or plant life is re- 
garded, not as the outcome of chance, 
but as the result of the operation of 
conditions which it ie the business of 
science to discover and formulate. 

Everywhere nature's chemistry ir 
being practiced with an art that even 
the highest exactitude of science can- 
not rival. One has only to imagine the 
labor of each microscopic celi in a 
leaf. Its living matter is the chemist, 
the cell his laboratory. By daylight 
this chemist is ebsorbing the carbonic 
acid gas from the air. Then it is de- 
composing this gas into its component 
elements—oxygen and carbon. The 
carbon it is retaining as part of the 
plant’s food, to enter into combination 
with water: and the oxygen it sets 
free into the atmosphere. By night 
this process ceases, for Jight is an es- 
sential feature of the operation. Out 
ef the carbon and water the leaf 
chemist will elaborate the sugars and 
starches which the plant world affords 
ue. Ase sugar, the products will pass 
from the leaf to be stored up-——as the 
case of the potatoes, for instance— 
elsewhere, so as to afford a storehouse 
of food whereon the plant may draw 
for its sustenance, end for the devel- 
opment of its leaves and flowers when 
occasion comes. 

All the vegetable essences and acids, 
the «cents and the gums. the juices 
which yield India rubber, the flavoring 
of fruits, and even the color of the 
flowers, are similarly the products of 
a constructive living chemistry that 
defies man’s best efforts perfectly to 
imitate. 

Man tries to follow nature, but he 
can only do so at a great distance. 
What is known as synthetic chemis- 
try implier the building-up of sub- 
stances in the laboratory by the arti- 
ficial combinations of their elements. 
Nothing is more wonderful, perhaps,

Today, in medicine, for example. 
there are used many products which 
formerly were only to be obtained 
from plants directly. Salicin, or the 
active principle of the willow, much 
used tn the treatment of rheumatism, 
was at first only to be obtained as a 
natural product. Chemistry, however, 
etepned in. and through its craft of- 
fered an artificially made salicin, such 
as is emploved in the healing art to- 
day. There are in the chemist’s jist 
hundreds of sr bstances similarly elab- 
erated, and the aniline dyes which 
give to us the bright colors of the 
similar phase of chemical evolution.

While all this is very wenderfu!, 
the chemist is only attempting as 
much and succeeding only so far as 
nature’s laws will permit him. DBe- 
yond this point we may go further and 
say that, exact as may seem to be the 
artificial counterparts of the labora- 
tory, and closely as they may imitate 
the products of nature's chemistry, we 
are forced to admit that there is a 
something wewrting in even the most 
perfect examples of the constructive 
art of the laboratory. The most skill- 
ful chemist is apt to miss a something 
that makes for a difference between 
hie resulte and those of nature.

The ruling power was di- 
vided between the election chieftain, 
the leaders of the tribes and the war- 
riors; that is to say, all the free mem- 
bers of the nation. Between ruler and 
people reciprocal duties were settled 
by a contract, and if the ruler broke 
thi@ contract he was able to be called 
to account. The nomadic people of 
that age could hardly have been any- 
thing but free. Everything contrib- 
uted to this result. The prince or 
king Was really an elected chief, who 
led to War those who were in other 
respects equal to himeelrf. 

“To set in motion an army was not 
the privilege of a leader, as it after- 
ward became, nor did his position 
make his will paramount. It was im- 
possible for him to compel obedience. 
His followers either yielded voluntary 
obedience or became unmanageable. 
There Was no separate army depend- 
ent upon the ruler among a people 
whose every man was trained to arma. 
The strength of the ruler lay in the 
confidence of his followers. A strong 
and permanent central authority, in- 
dependent of the will of the nation, 
was not needed. The discipline indis- | 
pensable in warfare was the interest ‘ 
of all, and the ruler who was fit for 
his post could always reckon on obedi- 
ence. The people occupied a com- 
paratively small territory, and they 
were not divided by conflicting local 
interests. The nation’s chief was able 
to exercise a personal influence upon 
all, and no individual was strong 
enough to stand against the rest of 
the community. A strong and perma- 
nent central authority was, therefore, 
not necessary, even for the matin- 
tenance of unity. The primitive com- 
munity, therefore, enjoyed a very free 
form of government—a freedom nat- 
ural and due to the circumstances of 
a nomadic people's life; but as soon 
as these conditions gave way to oth- 
ers an altered form of government be- 
came inevitable. Most nations grad- 
ually lost their freedom, but the Hun- 
gurians managed to preserve much of 
theirs, though the form of it changed.

solid with depth. If not magnesite 
please state chemical composition and 
of what probable use, if any?

A.: The sample is named at the sub- 
heading. It is aleo known as infusorial 
earth, diatomaceous silica, and tripo- 
lite. It is used in the manufacture 
of dynamite; in the art of perfumery 
as a filtering aid, and in tooth pcew- 
der formula, in wall-packing material, 
etc. 

One other name for the substance 
is kieselguhr, and the material is 
hydrous, with approximately 85 per 
cent. silica, and impurities, alkali, 
lime, magnesia, tron and alumina in 
varying percentages.

That percentage 
would not represent commercial val- 
ues.

What Process? 

OCTAVE (Ariz.) April 29.—Q.: Will 
you kindly answer through the “In 
the Earth” column, the correct way 
of using nitric acid to clear impurities 
and base metals from gold? How 
long the gold should be left in the 
acid and whether kept airtight, ete. I 
find it is a much slower process than 
I anticipated and that the acid seems 
to have hardly any effect on iron, tron 
rust and copper. w. 

A.: SBuppose we proceed, as an ex- 
ample, on a bead or prill of gold (with 
silver more or less present,) obtained 
by cupellation from fire assay. If the 
ore is rich in gold approximately 
three-fourths of the bead should be 
silver added to the bead. Such an 
alloy of gold and silver is readily at- 
tacked by nitric acid, while in alloys 
much richer in gold the action of 
nitrie acid is very slow, and, indeed, 
a4 low percentage of silver can be 
present with the gold when nitric acid 
will have but little effect on the alloy, 
if any. 

In a weak alloy all the base metals 
are easily changed to nitrates by the 
action of nitric acid, while the gold 
is left In the form of a dark, spongy 


mass, which can be washed out pure “ 


with water only. 

In “parting” gold and stiver nitric 
acid is poured over the prill (obtained 
by cupellation of the lead “button”) 
from the fire assay of the ore; the 
bead or prill is placed in a small por- 


o\celain casserole, glass beaker or test 


tube: nitric acid covered over the 
bead; the acid and gold (with saillver 
content) bolled over the flame; the 
silver goes into solution and the gold 
remains as a dark divided substance, 
which gold is separated and melted 
before the blowpipe. 

The mixed nitrate solution and 
washings is precipitated with sodium 
chloride (common table salt,) which 
throws down, as chlorides, all the sil- 
ver with some of the lead, if lead is 
present. Lead chloride is soluble in 
hot water and is so washed out, leav- 
ing pure silver chloride. After wash- 
ing the silver chloride dry it and mix 
it with sodium carbonate and melt the 
mixture with the flame; this decom- 
poses the chloride and yields pure 
metallic silver. 

There is also a method of “part- 
ing” with sulphuric acid, but space 
will not permit the publication there- 
of at present. 

There are metals that resist the ac- 
tion of strong nitric acid. A great 
number of metals, however, dissolve 
in the acid and form nitrates, while 
tin and antimony, for example, are 
converted into oxides. 

If nitric acid ts entirely free from 
nitrous acid it acts very slowly, if at 
all, on a great number of metals. 
Diluted nitric acid acts mgre quickly 
on fron than the stronger acid. The 
concentrated acid will not dissolve 
iron and can be shipped in drums 
made of iron. 

If it were known just what process 
you are working (including mixtures 
of iron, iron rust and copper) and 
whether from wet methods or not 
more facts could be added on “re- 
fining” and so forth. 

MODENA (Utah) April 30.—Q.: 
Am sending you sample of mineral I 
found in Washington county, Utah. 
What is it?. There is a large body of 
it near rallroad. Has it any commer- 
clal value’ I am prospecting and con- 
tinually on the move. 8. 

A.: The only interesting fact about 
the sample is: Does it assay gold im 
paying quantity? 

The rock is in part pitchstone orig- 
inally: but, mark you, ft is not the 
valuable ore of uranium , (pitch- 
blende.) 

Some carbon (altered anthracite) 
shows under the glass, and one other 
interesting fact is that the rock car- 
ries a microscopical sulphide of iron 
so minute that it takes a microscope 
of high power to detect the pyrite. 

For gold values, if any, you are po- 
litely referred to assayers. 

Rather Odd. 

KINGMAN (Ariz.) April 30.—Q.: I 
am sending you under separate cover 
two samples. One is a rather fine 
sediment that is deposited along the 
edges of a spring of water which 
seems to be of a poisonous character. 
The other is a solid piece of light col- 
ored rock that comes about fifty feet 
from this spring, of which there seems 
to be a large ledge. This sample 
comes from Mohave county, about 
seventy miles from Kingman. Please 
classify, etc.,. in “In the Earth.” W. 

A.: The whitish-red sample in mas- 
sive form is chiefly a silicate. Car- 
bonates, nitrates and boron absent. 
Sodium chloride sparingly present; 
iron oxides and quartz present. Gyp- 
sum present. Sodium sulphate spar- 
ingly present. There is no poisonous 
matter in rock represented by the 
sample. 

The granular whitish salt fuses 
easily to a gray-green enamel. Chilo- 
rides present. Arsenicum traces only. 

By tasting the sample, and with the 
use of chemical reagents, we detect 
a poisonous substance in the salt that 
is probably not of natural order, but 
rather a result obtained by artificial 
methods. 


In Duplicate, 

KINGMAN (Ariz.) April 30.—Q.: 
I am sending you a sample of some 
kind of mineral salts for test, etc. It 
is poison, as cattle drinking water 
from its surface die. I found five head 
of cattle dead at the spring where 
this sample came m.

A.: The sample is a rare mineral, 
as it were, but of no metallurgical 
value. It represents material that is 
often sought for by mineralogists for 
cabinet specimens, etc. 

The specimen is simply a radiated 
variety of lime carbonate (calcite.)

Effect in England has Been that 
Men Work Less Hours and Spend 


More Hours in Drunkenness. 

[New York Commereial:] War has 
increased the demand for labor and 
the wages paid to certain classes of 
workmen in England and Scotland. 
For generations British workmen 
have been accustomed to more heli- 
days than are observed in America 
and most of them have been too fond 
of taking a day off whenever they 
had a little money in their pockets. 
They are almost as irresponsible as 
the negro farmhands of our cotton 
belt, and now that they are able to 
earn more money than ever before 
they do less work.

I 
am a fatalist. I believe that when 
my times comes it matters little / 
whether I am a mile tn the afr or in 
front of one of these fast American 
trams, or as you call them, etreet 
cars. I love the zest of flying high 
in the blue sky with the rush of the 
wind about me, my Taube rocking 
and dipping but answering my slight- 
est move. I cannot help shouting at 
times when I look down at the map of 
mountains and rivers and sea beneath 
and realize how free and independent 
of all these thinzs Iam. And when 
the white clouds of the Japanese 
shrapnel would spring from the air 
above or beneath me, I knew that it | 
was only by a chance that they would 
get me. And Kismet during those 
filghts at Tsing-tao was good to me. 

It was early in September that I 
got my first baptiem of fire about 120 
miles from Tsing-tao. I flew over a 
column advancing from Laichowfu 
and returned home with ten bullet 
holes from machine guns in the wings 
of my machine. 

After September 28, when the Jap- 
anese and British had hemmed us in 
behind the wire entanglements in the 
last line of defense, my most difficult 
and important work began. It con- 
sisted in seeking out the positions of 
hostile batteries, especially those of 
the heavy siege guna My machine 
Was constructed to carry two men-— 
naviagator and observer. But because 
of the peculiar air currents over the 
rough environs of Tsing-tao I could 
never take an observer. Consequently 
I had al] the work to do myself, steer- 
ing the machine, navigating over the 
country, finding the enemy's positions, 
dropping bombs and watching for 
hostile aeroplanes. But that my ef- 
forts were rewarded with success I 
saw from all the attempts made to 
bring me down. 

Every day the Japanese had new 
surprises for me. Through the noise 
of the propeller I heard the explosion 
of shells and felt the slap of wind 
in my face, the shrapnel bursting 
sometimes so close that the machine 
rolled like an old sailing vessel in a 
heavy sea. After they saw that they 
could not get me when I was directly 
above their line, they transported two 
batteries—eight guns of 10.5 centl- 
meters—to the rear where they could 
fire on me at a smaller angle of eleva- 
tion. It was these guns that made it 
most difficult for me. If the shells 
burst showing that the Japanese were 
getting the angle and range. I would 
suddenly veer off with my vertical 
planes left or right on another course 
and it would be some time before they 
began to break near me again. 

In Tsing-tao I had only one place 
to land and the Japanese soon dis- 
covered that. When I began to de- 
scend I would see below me the 
beautiful white clouds of breaking 
shrapnel! shining in the sunlight. 
There was nothing to do but to set 
my teeth and gwoop down through 
them to where my assistants were 
waiting to help me run the Taube 
into the shed. 

I envied the Japanese their splendid 
hydroplanes. Of the eight hostile 
aeroplanes four were water planes of 
American make and with their power- 
ful engines and great plane surface 
they flew splend‘dly and were con- 
stanly over Tsing-tao dropping 
bombs and scouting. One day, aa I 
was absorbed in watching the coun- 
try below, my machine began to roll. 
I thought it Was an air pocket or one 
of the erratic air currents that were 
always playing tritks with the ma- 
chine. I grasped the steering cear 
with one hand without looking around 
and continued making observations of 
the Japanese beneath. After I had 
returned to my landing place at Tsing-

Uniform bird laws are to rule in 
the four game districts as to ducks, 
geese, snipe. both “Jack” or Wilson 
and “Yellowlegs;” plovér of all kinds, 
with few exceptions, ai! upland 
game birds, including doves. The ex- 
ceptions are mountain quail and 
grouse in district one, (the northern, 
eastern and Sierra poftions %f the 
State) where a season opening Sep- 
tember 1, is made to benefit campers 
who will be there then and not after 
October 15, When the shooting is to 
begin in other sections, where thése 
ppecies are found. Sage hens have 
the same law as grouse. The limits 
are four per day, eight ~“per week. 
This makes virtually a State-wide 
effect, abolishes 
aistricts in so far as birds are con- 
tained. Upon deer, and chiefly for 
fish, districts are maintained. 

Provisions of the new laws sum- 
marized; all dates given being the 
“open seasons” for shooting, and both 
inclusive:

Reduction of quail, dove and snipe 
limite is meeting wttle oppesition ex- 
cept upon the general ground of im- 
practicability as protective measures. 
The new limits provide enough for a 
sporteman’s own family wee, and the 
day fa now past when a man can ex- 
pect to go forth and slay game or 
catch fish for the neighborhood. He 
is fortunate indeed to supply his own 
table, and the pleasures of pleasing 
others with presents of game or fish 
must, like the profit of marketing or 
payment of trip-expense by sale of 
surplus killing, be foregone. There 
can be no surplus of this sort in fu- 
ture. Thus is shooting, by the very 
scarcity of game, working itself out 
to be the special prerogative of the 
wealthy, despite every legal attempt 
to preserve the sport equally for all 

alike. 
Quail hunters are accorded the 
privilege of pursuing what Pat called 
“the noblest game bur-r-d av thim 
all”. during the open time for quail, 
but he rabbt law is more or less of a 
sorry jest owing to the demand of the 
ranching interests that they be ex- 
empted owing to the damage done by 
rabbits to crops, This foreed the in- 
corporation of a provision whereby 
rabbits could be shot bya land-owner 
or anyone else whom he designated 
in writing, if doing damage. Inasmuch 
as the rabbit is predatory in this re- 
gard, it will be difficult to secure con- 
victions under this law, although It 
does make the land-owner the judge 
as to whom he will have upon his land 
during the close s*eason when crops 
are coming on. This quasi-passing of 
title by the State to private individu- 
als, constructively implied in this 
game law, is a step toward the Eng- 


with the land, and is pregnant with 
dangerous possibilities. 

The sunrise-sunset provision in the 
quail law has been warmly commend- 
ed since its exclusive announcement 
in’ these columns a few days ago, and 
ie regarded by leading sportemen as 
one of the widest steps ahead yet 
taken. The birds are given a chance 
to feed and water unmolested, the 
big bands are not so badly broken up, 
and potting of quail on roosts is pre- 
vented. 

Veteran quall hunters even without 
legal timitation learned that better 
sport: followed hing the big bands 
about sunrise on their feeding grounds 
after theim® matitinal drink. as they 
then .broke apart and scattered bet- 
ter, laid well to a dog, and were kept 
away from the heavy cover with less 
hard work. 

The Fish and Game Commission 
did not settle the status of the dove as 
to its migratory character, but in- 
asmuch asthe Federal law has classed 
it as migratory, it is not thought any 
objection wil! attach to a similar an- 
nouncement of policy by the commis- 
sion as to enforcement which will 
allow shooting half an hou: before 
and after the sun, a necessity if any 
filght shooting is to be enjoyed with 
the bird at all. Very few places show 
an earlier flight after the first few 
days of shooting. 

The late season on mountain quail 
throughout all the State except the 
First District, is not objected to very 
strenuously inasmuch as most men 
who hunt mountain quail go to the 
Sierras, and take with them as inci- 
dentals to late camping trips. Few ever

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THE OLD MOTHER 


ORNERITES probably recall a let- 
ter which was printed in this de- 
partment some weeks ago from a 
mother well along in years who 
 wiehed to do something te increase 
her incoffie. She lived with her married 
daughter and had undertaken to earn 4 
little money by selling small useful 
afticles such as would be of service to 
housekeepers and obtaining subscrip- 
tions for magazines. But the daughter 
objected to her doing this, on the ground 
that it looked as though the mother was 
~s adequately cared for by her children. 
¢ mother wrote to ask the judgment of 
the Cornerites in the matter. | 


Her letter opened up the whole question 
of how much the old mother shall be per- 
mitted to do for herself by her children. 
Although she has done her share of the 
world’s work she may still fee) equal to 
occupations o? varioussortsand she longs 
to do something to earn a little money. 
either that she may lighten the burden 
of her support to her sons and daughters 
or that she may have a few dollars of her 
very own, for which she hbase tot had to 
ask any one and for which she is not 
accountable to those upen whom she is 
dependent. 

I put the question as to what should be 
done in the matter at the time the corre- 
spondent's letter appeared. and a number 
of replies have come to me which I am 
sure will be of interest not only to other 
mothers in similar positions but also te 
the. sons and daughters of such mothers. 

first letters takes strong grounds in 
the matter: 

“What a gigantic selfishness on the 
part of Mre. M. M.O.’schiidren! At the 
sacrifice of their mother’s needs and com- 
forts they keep up & pretense of main- 
taining her. Mer happiness should be 
paramount to aught else. ‘ Diagraceful 
for a crippled mother to be selling house- 
hold articies." Nonsense! It is far more 
diegteceful that she must become ‘re- 
signed to doing without the things she 
needs when such resignation means a 
mortification of the spirit which at her 
age she should not be calied upon to 
undergo. Were she given the comforts 
her heart and mind crave, 4 cry against 
being ‘ dependent * would be ungrateful, 
or were immense being made for 
her, if they fel? short of their accomplish- 
ment of her needs the shortage would be 
unmitigated just the same. 

“ Of course it would be deplorable, but 
must the aged mother bear the brunt of 
the children’s incapability adeqwately to 
provide in order that they may falsely 
keep up appearances? Bither the children 
should give the mother what she needs 
or in their failure bear their own burden 
of inefficiency and its attendant conse- 
quences. 

“In the instance of being forced to ac- 


cept a dependence when the dependent 


one must daily witness sacrifices of the 
welfare of the rising generation, is it fair 
to the old mother? Isn't it curtailing her 
liberty? Should she not be given the 
privilege of choosing to ‘live her own 
life ‘ unto the end? 


“If one is in exceilent citeumsetances, 
where no heartrending sacrifices are made 
or required, then to have a plea ageinst 
being dependent to combat is most ex- 
asperating, not to say mortifying, for it 
questions the love, generosity, and good 
will of the children. . 

“I know personally of such an instance. 
The Gaughter and son-in-law can weil 
afford to supply the mother with many 
of life's luxuries, which they are most 
happy to do, and the way that aged 
mother howls about dependence ie—well, 
it's monumental! ingratitude. 

“ Considering how ‘mother’s depend- 
ence’ should be viewed can’t be done 
blanket fashion. The cirewmstances of 
each case vary so much the question must 
resolve itself into one for in@tvidud! so- 
lution. But it does seem clear that in no 
instance should the old mother be called 
upon to do the sacrificing of ber actual 
needs for the sake of that hollow some 
thing—appearances. Mas. H. 3.0” 

A common-eensibie letter with which I 
think most of us agree. We have ail seen 
cases where the sons and daughters who 
were rejoicing in the ability to smooth 
the thorns eut of the old parent's path 
were made to suffer from the unwilling- 
ness of his or ber paft te accept the gifts 
which were gladly made. In such in- 
stances our sympathy goes out to the 
younger gené@fation more than to the 
older people. 

Another corfeapondent takes up the 
subject: 

“ Your resent talk in regard to parents 
who are dependent upon their children 
has interested me deeply. While I belong 
to neither @Glags, I have seen so much 
unhappiness resulting from just such con- 
ditions as you @eeeribe that I cannot re- 
frain from submitting my views for what 
they may be worth. 

“In the first place, some one must make 
@ sacrifice. Shall it be the aged mother 
or the daughter? If the daughter is in- 
valided and unable to cope with condi- 
tion that hurt her pride and upect her 
overwrought nerves the mother should 
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put aside the desire for independence and 
try to be happy in her daughter's home. 
She is the stronger of the two. 

” However, the case is usually differ- 
ent. The mother is the weaker one, the 
one less able to endure disappointment, 


she has so much less time to live, so few 
opportunities to go abroad and get men- 
tally refreshed, as it were, by contact 
with others. In consequence of this, lit- 
tle worries and irritations weigh heavily 
upon the mind and require as much fort 


tude to bear as the heaviest burdens 
youth may have to shoulder. 

“ Work and @ purpose in Nfe will make 
anything bearable. Without either life 
ls ac load. I think a daughter's love 
should be great and deep enough to make 


ber un to rob her mother of the joy 
of Mving, no matter whet the cost to her 
own pride might be.

Making Scrapple; Canning Fruit. 

“1 gaw the notice in the Paper of some 
one who had a square to@onate. It would 
be appreciated by a widow who is 58 years 
of age, was operated on four years ago, 
and cannot do any scraébbing or heavy 
work. I would gladly pay the transporta- 
tion on it. In reply to the request of Mra. 
C. .R., I wish to say that the way in which 
I make scrapple is as follows: I boil the 
liver and lights of a hog until tender. It 
must not be permitted to boildry. Mash 
the cooked meat thoroughly, sift 
enough cornmeal! to thicken it, and m 
as you would headcheese. When cold; 
slice Nke cornmeal mush and fry. Here 
is my method of canning fruit: Clean the 
jars, ecald and drain them. Wrap every 
part of the jars except the mouth in « 
large cloth, doubled and wrung out in 
cold water. Dip the boiling fruit out of 
the kettle with a large spoon, shake the 
jar at fret as you fill it. Remove the cloth 
from the jars, put them on the table and 
seal them with rubbers which bave been 
first dampened and then dipped in flour. 
I never boil a jar and never loee any fruit.

The lovely tunic, which hangs from the 
shoulders, is fuller and longer in the back than in the 
front (being trained in the original), and the deep lace 
flounce of the foundation skirt is attached to a petticoat

A net petticoat is worn with the 
gown. There is a queenliness about this stately frock 
that well becomes a woman of height, and a lovelier 
evening gown could scarcely be planned.

erers reaped a harvest, and the most original and 
glorious of designs were evolved by fertile brains anc 
nimble fingers.

A gray-blue chiffon should be used for this purpose, the 
gray tone blending beautifully with the dull silver 
thread of the embroidery. The center motif of the 
elaborate embroidery is a bristling dragon.

What will restore it’ I 
you had asked these questions a year ago, 
the answers would have been vaguely in- 
different: nobody except a few shipbuild- 
ers wanted an American Merchant Ma- 
rine; it didn’t matter if the American flag had been 


swept from the sea; let the other fellow do the carry-(G 
ing. “When I want my trunk brought up from the { 


station,” declared a prominent American, “I don’t go 
into the dray business. I hire an expressman. Let 
the other nations fetch and carry for us. We are rich 
enough to pay the hire.” 

You are not apt to hear those arguments any more. 
The United States has learned one of the sharpest les- 
sons taught in history. When cotton drops in price 
from thirteen cents to six cents a pound, as it did the 
week War was declared, purely from lack of ships to 
reach European markets, the whole South becomes al- 
mightily interested in a Merchant Marine. When the 
sea lanes were declared safe, rates jumped from twenty 
cents a hundred to seventy-five cents and $2.50. Fig- 
ure up what that means in the United States export 
trade of cotton alone! It is supposed that the United 
States will send out seven million bales of cotton of the 
1914 crop before June of 1915. At the least, excess 
rates on cotton total $70,000,000. Or take wheat, 
which the belligerents have to have at any price. 
Wheat jumped in price from eighty cents to $1.50 and 
$1.70, an increase in value to the American farmer of 
$600,000,000; but ship rates to European markets also 
jumped from five cents to twenty cents, an Increase 
that represented from $35,000,000 to $40,000,000 on 
the 300,000,000 bushels which this country has for 
export. 

“But,” says your anti-marine man—the air is full of 
this argument just now —‘‘the buyer pays the freight: 
let him pay and how!: so long as the American farmer 
is getting $1.50 for wheat, what do we care what rates 
Europe pays in freight?’’ That is just the point that 
has stabbed the American farmer wide-awake as to his 
interest in a Merchant Marine. That is why the in- 
lander has suddenly become a Merchant Marine man. 
When Germany and England are paying $2 for wheat, 
the American farmer wants that $2 less only and ex- 
actly commission charges and freight. If ocean rates 
were five cents to seven cents as a vear ago, or three 
cents to five cents as three years ago, the American 
seller would be receiving that $2 less only three cents 
to seven cents instead of less from nineteen cents to 
thirty-six cents. Seemingly. the buyer does pay the 
freight. In reality, as every farmer knows from his 
daily commission returns on wheat, hay, stock, ap- 
ples, potatoes — on every product that is a world object 
of supply and demand on world markets—the pro- 
ducer pays the freight. The producer's returns are 
world price less commission and freight. 


© the wheat grower and the flour exporter and the 
cattle raiser and the corn producer and the cotton 
planter awakened with the bang of the European War 
to the fact that Uncle Sam has been a fool on this 
subject of a Merchant Marine for a century ; awakened 
to the fact that this nation has paid in tribute to for- 
eign ocean carriers millions more than ever Germany 
exacted from Belgium or Rome from a subjugated 
kingdom. While the American cagle had been scream- 
ing of freedom and independence from European en- 
tanglements, the German eagle and the British lion 
had been quietly drawing from the United States a 
yearly tribute in gold of $250,000,000 to $350,- 
000,000 for ocean freights. 

Before the War of 1812, Unele Sam carried 
ninety per cent. of his own foreign traffic. 
Before the War of 1914-15, Uncle Sam 
carried only eight per cent. of his foreign 
commerce. He had some six or eight 
ships on the Atlantic and some eight or 
ten on the Pacific, and outside his 
coastal traffic from which foreign 
ships were excluded and his navy— 
that was all. The American flag 
had literally been swept feom the 


When the old salts try to ex- 
plain this they are apt to lose 


themselves in a fog. tell you it 
was the Civil War; or that the develop- 
ment of the West absorbed all caprtal; or else 
American capital could make ten and twenty per 
cent. in western investments where it could make 
only two and four per cent. in marine ventures. 
One breath of facts blows away these foggy ex- 
tions. England has been in many wars, 
t they never destroyed her Merchant Marine. 
The same of the Dutch in the sixteenth century, 
and the Spanish in the fifteenth century. It was 
only when the Netherlands and Spain lost com- 
mand of the sea that they lost prestige as world 
teen As to the West absorbing capital, the 
‘est was largely developed by capital borrowed 
from Europe. Why could capital be borrowed for 
western development when it could not be bor- 
rowed for an American Merchant Marine? At the 
very time when the explanations given are that 
American capital would not be satisfied with 
small profits from marine ventures, English and 
German steamship lines were paying dividends 
of fourteen to twenty per cent. 
Blow aside these foggy reasons! 


I, reason our Merchant Marine dwindled 

while the Merchant Marines of other nations 
erew is the same as the reason for nearly all other 
successes and failures. It is so simple you stum- 
ble over it. Unele Sam didn’t want a Merchant 
Marine. He did't try to get one. He didn’t see 
why he should try. The other nations set out to 
build merchant fleets. Unele Sam didn’t. The 
other nations said: “Don’t bother, Sammy’ 
don’t mind, we'll do it for you;” and they did for 
value received which they didn't mention, $300,- 
000,000 a year in freights alone, not counting the 
other $250,000,000 in tourtst spendings by Amer- 
icans, all in gold—a very substantial penalty for 
Uncle Sam not minding. 

Unele Sam in his early days didn’t put much 
stock im diplomats and gold braid and satin 
breeches and that sort of thing. He left his sar- 
torial appendage on his chin and went in for 
striped trousers, diplomatically so to speak. 
sumably, satin breeches are lined with oiled silk 
that doesn't squeak when you twist marine trea- 
ties; and gold braid has special virtues binding up 
little marine compacts. To be ectly frank, in 
Merchant Marine matters, Uncle Sam was simply 
jockeyed and buncoed off the seas; and it was 
done so diplomatically, with so much chucking of 
flattery under his old chin whiskers, that he did 
not know it was being done; and so was he. 
When the War guns sounded the alarm in 
1914, foreign diplomacy had the treaties in 
its pockets; and Uncle Sam’s ships were 
wrapped up in those treaties. 

Beneath all the suavity of diplomacy, 
let us see what happened!
